As to that Part which gives an Account 
| of the State of Aﬀairs in the Moghol Empire 
before the Perſian Invaſion, with the Springs

Factory at Patna in the Eaſt-Indies. That the 
Fats therein are true, Tam well aſſured; having 
myſelf lived in India above Ten Years, the laſt 
Three of which, I held a conſtant Correſpon- 
dence with ſome Perſians and Moghols there, 
and that frequently on the Subject of Nadir 
Shah's Expedition. 

The Account of Nadir Shah's fir/t Exploits 
F have been favoured with from a Gentleman 
nov in England, 20 refided ſeveral Years in 
Perſia, ſpeaks that Language, and has been 
frequently in Company with that Conqueror. 

The Journal of his Tranſactions in India, 
with the Letters and Cefſion of the Provinces, 
were tranſmitted from Dehli, by the Secre- 
tary of Sirbullind Khan (whom Nadir Shah

1 have been as full in the Notes as poſſible, 
and explained whatever Terms I thought re- 
quired it : Several proper Names and Words 1 
have expreſſed in the Original Charafters, which 
1 thought would be entertaining to thoſe 10ho know 
any Thing of the Arabic or Perſic, and not diſ- 
apreeable even to thoſe who do not, as they are 
immediately after ſet down in Roman Cha- 
rafters, with a proper Explanation. As ſe- 
veral of thoſe Terms have occurred more than 
once, I have annexed an Index of them, refer- 
ring to the Page in which they are particularly 
explained. 

In the Abſtiraft of the Moghol Hiſtory 
T have reduced the Dates of the Hegira to the 
Near of our Lord, but in the remaining Part 
T have kept the Original Dates, and put ours 
in the Notes, 

The learned Reader will pleaſe to obſerve, 
that in two or three Perſic Words, I have been 
obliged to make uſe of the Letter B. inſtead of P. 
there being no ſuch Letter in the Arabic 
Types, which I have been favoured with by the

On the 24th of January, 15 56, Hemaiun 
departed this Life, and was buried in a Mo- 
nument erected on the Banks of the River 
Chun, having lived Forty-nine Lunar Vears, 
Four Months and Ten Days, and reigned 
Twenty-five Years Ten Months and Five 
Days.

Ofober, 1542 ; and on the 12th of February, 
I556, being then "Thirteen Solar Years and 
Four Months old, was proclaimed Emperor 
at Calanore in the Province of Lahor. He 
was reckon'd a great and good Prince, and 
was very fortunate, having, in his Reign, 
made ſeveral Conqueſts, and reduced almoſt 
all India to Obedience. The Particulars of 
which are to be ſeen in Akbarnama, a Hiſtory 
compos'd by his Secretary and Vizir Abul 
Fazl*, and in Tebcat Akbar Shahi, and Mon- 
te eb Tuarikh Bedauoni, As he was pro- 
feſſedly fixed to no Religion himſelf, ſo he 
was a Periecutor of none. In 1 582 he wrote 
a Letter to the King of Portugal, deſiring he 
we ald ſend to him a Tranſlation of the Scrip- 
tures into Arabic or Perſian, and at the fame

In October, 1720, Mahommed Shah, ac- 
companied by Hofſan Al: Khan, and ſeveral 
Omras*, ſet out from Agra with a nume- 
rous Army, in order to reduce Nizam al 
Muluck, who had grown very powerful in 
Deccan, | 

Having marched Nine meafured Coſs the 
Firſt Day, the Emperor called a Divan that 
Night, and after a ſhort Stay withdrew. As 
ſoon as he was gone, Mabommed Amin Khan 
Heydr Kuli Khan, Maſter of the Ordnance, 
Khandoran, and ſeveral others of the Omras, 
who were moſt attached to the Royal Fa-

mily, drawing their Swords, fell on Haſſan 
Ali Khan, and killed him with two or three 
of his Friends. Upon this Mahommed Shah 
laid aſide that Expedition, and returned to. 
wards Dehli, in order to cut off Seyd A- 
dallab Khan, the other Brother, who was 
in that Capital with a great Force; and who 
hearing of his Brother's Murder, had taken 
out Sultan Ibrahim, Son to Raffeeib al Shan, 
and proclaimed him Emperor. Gathering 
together what Treaſure he could, and hav- 
ing broke to Pieces the famous Throne, (which 
colt Shah Fehan nine Crores & of Rupees) 
in order to pay his Soldiers, he ſoon compleat- 
ed an Army of 50,000 Horſe, and marched 
out to engage Mahommed Shah, who had 
encamp'd at Serkad, which is Twelve Cos 
from Mbetra. | 

On the 2d of November, 1720, both Ar- 
mies engaged ; and after an obſtinate and 
bloody Battle, Abdallah Khan's Forces were 
defeated, and himſelf deſperately wounded 
and taken Priſoner,

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The young Sultan, whom he had brought 
with him to countenance his Rebellion, being 
taken, had no other Puniſhment inflicted on 
him, but being ſent back to his old Quarters 
the Caſtle of Selimgur. 

Upon this Victory the Emperor made 
great Rejoicings, and appointing Mahommed 
Amin Khan Vizir, returned to Debl:. 

Abdallah Khan being brought before him, 
the Emperor ſaid to him, Traitor, ſee 


* what thou haſt done.“ To which he an- 
ſwered, I took you out of a Priſon, and 
gave you an Empire, My Brother being 
* murdered by your Order, as I was at the 
Head of an Army, Self-preſervation direct- 
ed me to make uſe of it; Providence de- 
creed you the Victory, uſe it as you think 
* proper, by treating this Clay as your Re- 
ſentment or Intereſt may prompt you. 
Then the Emperor ſaid to him, What 
Harm had Furruthsir done to you?” To 
which he anſwered : © He grew jealous of 
mine and my Brother's Power, and as it 
was inconſiſtent with our Intereſt to reſign 
it into his Hands, we thought it dangerous 
* to loſe any Time in removing him. Had 
Providence permitted us to have been ſo 


I prudent 
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prudent hitherto, we ſhould not have come 
© to this tragical End. But when Fate de- 
© ſtines one to Ruin, it begins by blinding 
* the Eyes of his Underſtanding.” Then the 
King ordered him to be confined, and four 
Servants allowed to attend him, and ſaid, 
As for the young Sultan he is not to blame; 
© were he to be puniſhed, it would diſtract 
his poor Mother; let him remain with 
7 her.” 

Heydr Kuli Klan was in great Fayour, 
and afterwards made Soubahdar * of Abmed. 
abid, Noujrit Ear Khan was made Soubab- 
dar of Ajmir, Sir Bullind Khan was ſent for 
from Cabul to be one of the Vizirs ; and 
Kangoran was made Mir Bukhfhi + with the 
Title of Emir al Omra 8. | 

Furruksir's Mother defired that Abdallab 
Khan, the Murderer of her Son, might be 
delivered to her. Mahommed Shab ſent her 
Word that it was unlawful to kill two Per- 
ſons for the Murder of one, and that Hoſſar 
Alt Khan was killed in Retaliation, He then 
ordered that Abdallah Khan ſhould lodge in

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the Palace of A/of all Dowlat, have a Penſion 
of 3000 Rupees Monthly, thirty Houſhold 
Servants, ſeventy Menial Ones, with Pro- 
viſions of all Kinds from the Royal Kitchen, 
five Women to attend him, and proper 
Guards over him, He did not live long to 
enjoy this generous Allowance, dying a few 
Months afterwatds of his Wounds, Five 
and Forty Women, moſt of them his Wives 
and Concubines, and ſome his near Relati- 


ons, burnt * themſelyes in one Room the 
Night after he died.

+ In ancient Times, none but the Wives of the Brah- 
mins (or Indian Priefts) had the Privilege of burning 
themſelves with their deceaſed Husbands : But ſince the 
Government fell into the Hands of the Rajpouts, tis 
cuſtomary, when any of their Princes die, for one or 
more of his Wives to be burnt with him. There is 
no Compulſion to this Sacrifice, as ſome People wrong- 
ly imagine; tis entirely of their own accord, and often 
they are diſſwaded from it. Sometimes indeed, when 
a vain-glorious Paſſion prevails over natural Affection, 
the Widow's Relations would gladly have her burn, as 
it raiſes the Character of their Family, by making it re- 
markable for virtuous and loving Women. Yet, ac- 
cording to their Religion, *tis more meritorious to be- 
have chaftly and decently in their Widowhood, unt. 
Death, than burning; becauſe one is but a ſhort Pain, 
and the other a State of Trial. The Moaghols have en- 


deavoured 
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In the Year 1721-2, the Emperor wrote 
to Nizam ol Muluck, then at Deccan, de- 
firing his Preſence at Court, and that he 
would appoint him Y:z7r ; but if he declined 
it, he ſhould nominate whomſoever he 
ſhould judge to be the moſt deſerving. To 
which he anſwered: I am a Dervweſh, 
© and not ambitious of ſo high a Station, 
«© J was contented with the Province of 
* Malra, when the Seyds intending to di- 
« ſtreſs me, I was obliged to take Arms, 
« By the Divine Aſſiſtance I baffled their 
« Deſigns, and ſecured myſelf. At laſt 
* your Majeſty, by their Inſtigation, ſet out 
te againſt me with a mighty Army. Here 
ce the Almighty protected me likewiſe, In 
* the Beginning one of the Brothers was 
& killed; and as you knew me to be a 


deavoured to diſcourage this Cuſtom as much as poſſible; 
but ſince Money is omnipotent in that Country, ag 
well as in many others, a ſmall Bribe generally pur- 
chaſes the Conſent of the Governor, or Commanding 
Officer. Lately the Seyd and Pattan Families, in 
ſeveral Parts of India, have, thro? their exceſſive Pride, 
got into this Cuſtom; and as it is ſtrictly forbidden by 
their Religion (which is the Mahommedan) they do it 
privately, by ſetting an Apartment on fire about their 
Ears. 1 28 f :

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e faithful Servant, you laid afide that Ex- 
spedition, and returned to Dehli, where, 
e being ſettled to the Satisfaction of all 
People, you have now condeſcended to 
e diſtingurſh me, the meaneſt of your Slaves,

* your ; which I only decline, as knowing 
* myſelf unequal thereto, and that there are 
© many about your Court more capable and 
* defirous of ſuch an Employment than I.” 

As Nizam would not come to Court, 
 Mahommed Amin Khan was continued Vigir, 
and after his Death, his Son Kummir o' din 


Khan * ſucceeded him in that Office, and 
enjoys it now. 


N:zam continued at Deccan, as n 
of Vijapore, Hyderabad, Auringabad, &c. 
and though he acknowledged himſelf a Sub- 
je, yet made no Remittances to Court, but 
appropriated the Revenues to the maintaining 
of an Army, which he ſaid was to keep in aw 
the Maharattas or Ganims, the Sabou Ra- 
jab's Subjects in Deccan ; whom notwith- 
ſtanding he permitted to plunder and lay 
waſte ſeveral of the King's Provinces. They

him from Court. At laſt, in the Year 1738, 
the Mabarattas becoming very formidable, 
and Nadir Shah having beſieged Kandahar ||, 
he was prevailed on to come to Court, as 
ſhall appear more particularly in the Sequel.

S the“ Emperor's Affairs became 
daily in a worſe Situation, and 
that thro the Indolence of the 

Vizir, and his being entirely taken up 

with his Diverſions, there was no Proſ- 

pect of a Remedy ; His Majeſty reſolved to 
ſend for Nizam al Muluck, who being one 
of Auringzebe's old Emirs r, and of great 

Experience, his Preſence might give a new 

Turn to Affairs. Accordingly Orders were 

iffued forth for his Appearance ; in Com- 

pliance with which, leaving his Son Ghazz 
0'din Khan to command in Deccan, he came 
to Debli, where he met with a gracious Re- 
ception, was made Abſolute Agent, which

Bukhſhi, or Paymaſter General, had the Em- 


peror's Ear ſo much, that whatever he re- 
queſted was granted, His Majeſty being en- 
tirely governed in all His Actions by him, 
As Nigam al Muluck was for ſettling Affairs 
upon the ſame Footing as they were in Au- 
ring2ebe's Time, and proceeding in Regard 
to the Adminiftration of Juſtice, according 
to Law, and as was done in the Reigns of 
former Emperors ; whatever he requeſted on 
that Score was denied him, and all his new 
Schemes oppoſed and laugh'd at by the Om- 
ras, He obſerving the Weakneſs of the 
Emperor, and the Diſſoluteneſs of his Cour- 
tiers, who employed their Time in the Com- 
pany of locſe Women and Buffoons, waited 
on His Majeſty, and framing an Excuſe, told 
him the Affairs of his Province required his 
Preſence. On his Arrival at Deccan he entered 
into a Concert with Rajah Salou, and con-

ſigniſies, in Place and Rank as Aſof, who, they ſay, 
was Saloman's Vizir. At the ſame Time that they ho- 
nour their /jzirs with this Title, they flatter their own 
Vanity, by comparing themſelves to Solamon. 
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trived it ſo, that Bajeerau || ſhould march as 
far as Debli, and plunder and lay waſte all be- 
fore him; that, at length, the Emperor, 
and thoſe about him, might be rouſed out 
of their Indolence, and be ſenſible of their ill 
Conduct. The Mabarattas ſoon over-run the 
Province of Malva, killed Guerdir Bahadr, 
the Governor thereof, and ſeized all his Trea- 
ſure and Effects. After having laid waſte 


and deſtroyed all the Country around, they 


returned to Deccan. As no Notice was 
taken at Court of theſe Inroads, next Year 
they marched towards Guzerat, where, not- 
withſtanding the Inhabitants agreed to pay 
a quarter Part they plundered and diſtreſſed 
them in a ſevere Manner: They alſo ravaged 
the Country round about Gualiar, which 


being near the Capital, the Court was alarm- 


ed, and Khandoran, with Kummir din Khan 
arid other Omras, ſent with a powerful 
Army to chaſtife them ; but theſe great 
Officers thought Peace the ſafeſt Meaſure,

K agreed 
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agreed to pay the Quarter Part, and returned 
Home. Notwithſtanding this Agreement, 
and the Money being paid, the Mabarattas 
did not ſpare thoſe Places from being plunder- 
ed, but even reſolved to march as far as Agra 
to receive the Quarter Part for Dehli, The 


aforeſaid Officers ſet out again, and came 


to the City of Agra: A little before their 
Arrival, the Maharattas had croſſed the River 
Jumna, with an Intent to march into Audib, 
the Province governed by Saadit Khan, who 
having Notice of their Deſign, march'd 
againſt them with a ſtrong Body, and after 
an obſtinate Engagement defeated them, 
took two of their principal Officers, and 
killed 5000 of their Men, With the Re- 
mains of their Army they marched to 
Feridabad, which is Ten Coſs from Dehl.. 
Upon which Khandoran and the Vizir, being 


joined by Saadit Khan, went in purſuit of 


them : The Mabarattas had left that Place 
Three Hours before the Omras Arrival, and 
marched towards Kalka, near Debli ; which 
being a Place of Worſhip for that Day, the 
greateſt Part of the Inhabitants had aſſembled 
there: They robb'd them of all they had, 


but ſpared their Lives; and knowing the 


City 
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City had but few Forces therein, they in- 
tended to plunder it ; of which the Emperor 
being informed, he ordered Emir Khan and 
Haſan Khan, with all the Companies belong- 
ing to the Train of Artillery, to go and op- 
poſe them. They accordingly marched out, 
and after an Engagement of a few Hours, 
Hoſſan Khan was killed, and Emir Khan, 
with the reſt of his Army, almoſt routed, 
and the Mabarattas on the Point of entering 
the City, when the /7zir, who had out- 
marched the other two Omras, came to his 
Aſſiſtance; the Enemy was ſoon defeated, 
and put to Flight: The Y:zir purſued 
them to Allaverdi Khan's Serai, + which is 
Seven Coſs from Debli, where coming up 
with them, and having no Inclination to fight, 
he ſecretly made up Matters: Upon which 
they marched back to Deccan. Saadit Khan 
being ſomewhat puffed up with his own 
good Services, and incenſed at this ſhamefal 
Compremiſe with the Ganims, marched 
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+ Serai, or Sera, ſignifies any great Building or Pa- 
lace. "Tis the ſame that, by Corruption, is in Europe 
called Seraglio, which may as properly be applicd to any 
other Palace, as to that where the King's Family live. 
By prefixing the Word Caravan, it ſignifies, a Build. 
ng for the Reception of Travellers and Paſſengers. 
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towards his own Province, without waiting 


on his Majeſty ; but the other Omras enter'd 
the City, and paid their Reſpects to him. 
The Emperor was again inclined to ſend 
for Nizam al Muluck, thinking that while he 
continued in Deccan he ſhould be always in 
Fear of (or actually diſturbed by) theſe Ex- 
curſions of the Mabarattas. Mebr Parvir, 
his Grandmother, who had great Intereſt with 
Nizam, at his Requeſt, wrote him a Let- 
ter, full of Aſſurances that he ſhould have 
the entire Management of Affairs at Court, 
provided he came without Delay. He com- 
plied with her Requeſt, but met with a 
worſe Treatment than formerly. The On- 
ras not only diſregarded him, but took all 
Opportunities of affronting him, eſpecially 
Khangoran and his Creatures, who when he 
came to pay his Reſpects at Court, uſed to 
ridicule him, ſaying to each other, Oherve 
bow the "<A Monkey dances. This Uiage 


having wrought him up to the higheſt 
Pitch of Reſentment, he was reſolved to re- 
venge himſelf by diſtreſſing the Empire, and 
deſtroying Khandoran and his Creatures, He 
imparted his Deſign to the Vigir, Kummir 
din Klan, imagining ; he would join with 

him, 
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him. But notwithſtanding the Alliance be- 
tween them (Nizam's Son being married to 
the Vizir's Daughter, and the Vigir's Son to 
Nizam's Daughter) he could not engage him 
to join in any Plot detrimental to the public 
Intereſt ; on the contrary, he uſed his En- 
deavours to diſſuade him therefrom, by 
repreſenting to him the Infamy of ſacrificing 
his Country to private Reſentment. When 
Nizam perceived he would not come into his 
Meaſures, he applied himſelf to Saadit Khan, 
the Soubabdar of Audih, who then had a great 
Body of Men, was an Officer of Experience, 
and had lately raiſed his Reputation by his 
Action with the Maharattas ; and, what was 
ſtill more to the Purpoſe, had fince that 
Time ſtood ill- affected towards the Emperor 
and Khundbran. Having entered into an 
Agreement, it was reſolved that Nadir Shah, 
Ruler of Perſia, who then was beſieging 
Kandahar, ſhould be the Inſtrument to di- 
ſtreſs the Emperor, and remove Khandoran 
from amongſt them. 


But before J relate the treacherous Curreſ- 
pondence carried on between Nizam, Saadit 
Khan, and N adir Shah, «ith the Invitation 


they 
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tbey gave him to march towards Hindoſtan, 
which was the principal Motive that encourag. 
ed him to undertake that Expedition, I ſhall 
give @ brief Account of the Life and Actions 
of this Famous Conqueror, who of late has 
made ſo much Notſe in the World, which I had 
from à Gentleman who knew him perſonally, 
and was in Perſia during the Time of the 
Great Revolution which happened there; that is, 
from the Time the Afghans invaded Perſia, 
and Mahmud Khan, the Son of Mir Vaez, 
took the Capital thereof Isfahan, making Shah 
Sultan Hoſſein Priſoner, with all his Sons, 
which were Twenty-three, excepting Thamas 
Mirza (afterwards Shah Thamas, who made 
his Eſcape during the Siege) until Nadir Shah 
fet out for Kandahar 10 reduce to Obedience 
Hoſſein Khan, a Brother of the ſaid Mahmud 
Khan, 
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NADIR SHAH. 


ADIR SH AHA, known in 
Europe by the Name of Kul: 
Khan, was born at Calot in the 
Province of Khoraſan ||. His Father was

| Khoraſan is one of the moſt eaſtern Provinces of 
Perfia, which its Name imports, ſignifying, cowards 

the 
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Chief of a Clan of the Afſhar * Tribe 
and Governor of a Fortreſs belonging to 
har Place, wherein a ſufficient Guard was 
kept to prevent the Ouſbeg Tartars from 
making Incurſions into Khoraſan. It com- 
manded one of the Paſſes, and was ſo ſituated 
by Nature that a Handful of Men might 
eaſily defend it againſt a numerous Army, 
The Father of Nadir Kuli (for that was his 
firſt Name) dying during his Minority, his 
Uncle took the Command of that Fortrek, 
which had been Hereditary in the Family 
for many Years, under Pretence of keeping 
it until Nadir Kul: was of Age; but when 
he was grown up, the Uncle pretend- 
cd he was ſtill too young to take ſuch a 
Charge; and inſinuated to the Clan, he was 
a Youth of a fierce and tyrannical Diſpoſiti- 
on, not fit to command them, unleſs, inſtead 


the Sun; „ Khor, ſignifying, the Sun, in the anci- 
ent Perſic. The Perſians generally pronounce it Abo- 
rajur, making an j a, before an , m, or an gu, ſound 
like an „ , which, they think, gives the Words a ſweet- 
er and ſofter Sound.

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of mild Treatment they choſe to be . d 
with a Rod of Iron. The 4fbars being wel 
ſatisfied with the Uncle, deſired him to con- 
tinue their Chief, declaring that as they al- 
ready had ſufficient Experience of his Ca- 
city and Humanity, they would not run 
any Riſque by ſubmitting to his Nephew. 
Nadir Kuli being thus thruſt out of his Right 
by the Cunning of his Uncle, and being of 
too great a Spirit to live in a State of Subſer- 
viency among his Relations, went to Mu- 
ſtad , a City famous for the Sepulchre of 
Inam Ali Reza, and there entered into the 
Beglerbeg's T Service, as one of the under Ma- 
ſers of Ceremonies; in which Office he be- 
haved ſo well, that the Prince ſoon gave him 
the Command of a Troop of Horſe. In the 
frequent Skirmiſhes he had with the Tar. 
tars he gave ſuch Proofs of his Conduct and 
Courage, that in a few Years he was made 
Mim Baſhi, or Commander of 1000 Horſe,

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in which Station he continued till he was & 
bout thirty two Years of Age, behaving on 
all Occaſions with the greateſt Gallantry 
and Reſolution. He was eſteemed and 
reſpected by thoſe whom he choſe to be fa 
miliar with; but others who were not ſo in- 
timate with him, and to whom he behaved 
with Reſerve, made little Account of him. 
He fo well diſguiſed his Ambition, that, al- 
tho' determined to puſh his Fortune to the ut- 
moſt, when a proper Opportunity ſhould offer, 
he took the greateſt Care to ſmother what- 
ever might give the leaſt Jealouſy or Offence 
to his Superiors, ſeeming perfectly happy in 
the Station he had obtained, until the Year 
1720. when the Ouſbeg Tartars, by Surpriſe, 
entered Khoraſan with a Body of 12000 
Horſe, and began to commit Hoſtilities, 
The Beglerbeg not having above 4000 Horſe, 
and 2000 Foot in Readineſs to march againſt 
them, called a Council of his Officers, and 
told them if an immediate Stop was not put 
to the Progreſs of the Tartars, they would 
lay waſte and plunder the whole Province, 
and, according to their Cuſtom, carry off 
Man, Woman, and Child, with every 
Thing of Value they could lay their Hands 


on; 
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on; in Conſequence of which he muſt loſe 
his Head. The General Officers declared 
the Force his Highneſs could then muſter 
was not near ſufficient to encounter the Ene- 
my with any Probability of Succeſs, and 
that the King would blame him ſhould he 
attempt it, and thereby only throw away 
the Lives of ſo many brave Men. The 
Beglerbeg perceiving their timorous Diſpoſi- 
tion, declared he would put himſelf at the 
Head of what Troops he had, and try his 
Fortune, it being better to run any Hazard 
than fit down tamely, and be idle Spectators, 
while the Tarters ravaged the Country, and 
carried away the Inhabitants to a perpetual 
Slavery. Nadir Kuli, who was preſent at 
this Council, (but whoſe Station did not en- 
title him to ſpeak until the Opinion of thoſe 
of the ſame Rank was aſked) got up, and 
defired that he might be indulged to offer 
ſomething on this Occaſion : Which being 
granted, he ſaid, It was then no Time to de- 
liberate z that the Enemy were. advancing; to- 
wards them, and in a few. Days would force 
the Generals to do what what at preſent they 
ſeem'd to have no Inclination to; that he 


could not enough commend the brave Reſolu- 
L. 2 coy. 
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tion of the Prince in offering to go in Per: 
ſon, and give them Battle, tho', at the fame 
Time, there was no Neceſſity for His High- 
neſs to run. ſo great a Riſque, ſince if any 
Accident happened to him the whole Pro. 
vince would be loſt; that it would be more 
adviſable to remain in the City Muſhad to 
take Care thereof with what Forces he could 
gather from the adjacent Parts, and let the 
Army ſet out immediately, in order to give 
the Enemy Battle, or to ſecure ſome Defiles 
and narrow Paſſes to prevent the Tartars 
advancing until his Highneſs could ſend Suc- 
cours: That for his Part, he aſſured him 
he was, by Experience, ſo well ſatisfied of 
the Bravery of the Troops they then had, 
that if he would honour him with the Com- 
mand of this Expedition, he was fo, well aſ⸗ 
ſured of Succeſs, that in Caſe he miſcarried 
he was willing to forfeit his Head. The Prince 
was ſo pleaſed with an Offer of this Kind, 
that he did not wait for any of the Generals 
Opinions ; ; but immediately told him, You 
have, in your preſent Station, when Occaſion 
offered, given ſuch Proofs of your Conduct 
and perſonal Valour, as leaves me no Room 
to doubt of your future Behaviour ; I do 
thereforo 
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therefore give. you the Title of General, with 
the Command of all the Troops now here, 
and order you to march with them, as ſoon 
as poſſible, againſt the Tartars, and either 
* them Battle, or take ſuch Meaſures as 
may ſeem to you moſt proper, in order to 
put a Check to their Progreſs, Accordingly a 
Commiſſion pro tempore was prepared and 
ſigned for Nadir Kuli to command in this 
Expedition as General, and the Prince aſ- 
ſured him, if he ſucceeded, he would uſe all 
his Intereſt at Court to get him confirmed. 
Altho the Common- Soldiers were well fa 
tified to have Nadir Kuli to command 
them, yet all the General Officers, and moſt 
of the Mim Baſbis, his Seniors, refuſed to 
act under him, which the Prince being in- 
formed of, deſired they would ſtay with him, 
and that others, whom Nadir Kul: appointed, 
ſhould act in their Stead, Accordingly ſeve- 
ral Officers were promoted in order to ſupply 
the Places of thoſe who ſtaid; and the 
Troops ſet out with Nadir 2 at their 
Head, with the ſame Reſolution that he did, 
to conquer or die. The Tartar General, who 
lay about four Days Jou rney from Muſtad, 


hearing the Perfians were in queſt of them, 
called 


A 
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called together all his Forces, who were oui 
a marrauding in different Parts. Nadir, who 
bent his March directly towards him, on his 
Arrival, found the Tartar at the Head of 
his Troops ready to give him Battle; upon 
which he drew up his little Army on an 
Eminence, and told them, that half the Tar. 
tars at leaſt were a foraging, and left to guard 
the Captives and Plunder; that he was aſ- 
ſured they had not above 6 or 7000 Men, tho 
they were drawn up looſe in order to make 
the greater Show; and that he ſhould not 
doubt of Victory had they been twice as nu- 
merous, from the Experience he often had 
of their Courage on other Occaſions, which 
he was aſſured they would then exert to the 
utmoſt, as thereon entirely depended the 
Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates of their Coun- 
trymen. The Tartars charged with their 
uſual Fury, which the Perfians, animated by 
the Example of their young Leader, ſuſtain- 
ed with all the Intrepidity imaginable. Both 
Parties being brave and equally reſolute, a 
bloody and obſtinate Action enſued, in which 
the Victory for a long Time ſeemed doubt- 
ful: At laſt Nadir's Fortune prevailed ; for 
having flain the General with his own Hand, 
7; the 
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the Tartars were immediately put to Flight, 
the Perfians purſuing and ſlaughtering them 
for ſeveral Miles. In this Battle upwards of 
6000 Tartars were killed, and of the Re- 
mainder not half returned to their own Coun- 
try, being either killed or taken Priſoners by 
the Peaſants. 

This Victory gained Nadir Kult immortal 
Honour; and the Beglerbeg aſſured him, on 
his Arrival at Mu/had, that he had wrote to 
the King to make him General under him, 
that is, Lieutenant General of Khoraſan, But 
Shah Sultan Hoſſein, who was then King of 
Perſia, being a weak and indolent Prince, never 
regarded the Services Nadir had done him, 
but appointed in that very Poſt, which he 
ought to have, a young Nobleman who had 
never ſeen any Action. This Affair was 
managed by the great Intereſt the other 
General Officers had at Court, who (tho 
afraid to undertake it themſelves) were high- 
ly chagrin'd at Nadir Kuli's having had the 
Command of the Tartar Expedition : The 
King's Weakneſs giving them a fair Opportu- 
nity of indulging their Reſentment, by pro- 
curing the Diſgrace of this brave Man, who 
had no Friends at Court to ſollicit for him. 

5 | Being 
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Being highly incenſed at this Treatment, bk 
waited on the Prince, and told him, bs had 
depended « on his Promiſe to no Purpoſe: for 
inſtead of being confirmed in- his Poſt: he 
was degraded and diſgraced for his good 
Services, and a young Fellow appointed to 
Command the Army, who was only fit to 
be ſhut up in a Serag/io with Women ; that 
he obſerved, he was a Perſon nearly related to 
his Highneſs, whence he concluded he was 
raiſed to that Station by the very Intereſt 
promiſed him : The Prince aſſured him of 
the contrary, and as he had endeayoured to 
ſerve him, was highly diſpleaſed at his dar- 
ing to tax him with a Breach of Promiſe. 
Nadir, by inſiſting on what he had faid; 
and dropping fome other unguarded Ex- 
preſſions, ſo far treſpaſſed on the Prince's 
good Nature, that he ordered him to be 
baſtinadoed on the Soles of the Feet, till his 
Toe-Nails dropt off, and turned him out of 
the Service. The Reader muſt not be ſur- 
prized at this Sort of Puniſhment to a Field 
Officer, for it is frequently inflicted on thoſe 
in the higheſt Stations; if they incur the King's 
Diſpleaſure, and all the Nobility are liable 


to undergo it, if they — the ny” 
O1 
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of their Superiors in a Poſt ſubordinate to 
them. Nadir was now ſet adrift, and having 
no Friends at Court, had no Hopes of being 
re-inſtated ; this made him turn his Thoughts 
on retiring to the Place of his Nativity, and 
endeavour to recover his paternal Inheritance. 
On his Arrival there, his Uncle received him 
very kindly, and he lived with him and his 
other Relations ſome Time ; but on his en- 
deavouring to recover the Command of the 
Tribe, by firſt inſinuating privately, and 
then inſiſting upon it that it was his Right, 


his Uncle let him know he would not reſign 


it, and treated him in a moſt contemptuous 
and ſighting Manner. His other Relations did 
the fame, which was Uſage Nadir's high 


Spirit could not bear, notwithſtanding the - 


State of Poverty he was reduced to, which 
was ſo very hard, that he was forced to bor- 
row ſmall Matters of any that would lend 
him, to procure the common Neceſſaries of 
Life. This was enodgh to beget deſperate 
Reſolutions in a Man who had deſerved great 


Things from his Prin& and Country, for the 
good Services he had done them; inſtead of 


which, as I have already obſerved, he was 
degraded and puniſhed : And when he fled into 
V | „ 
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the Arms of his Relations for Relief, and 
claim'd his Birth-right, found that withheld 
from him by his Uncle; and all thoſe who, 
by Ties of Blood, ought to have been his 
Friends, turned his Enemies, for no other 
| Reaſon that I could ever learn, but that they 
found him a bold enterpriſing Man, and 
ſuperior to themſelves in Point of Genius 
and every other Reſpect. Nadir, in this 
melancholy Situation, determined to get that 
by Force, which he could not obtain by any 
other Method; and having aſſociated with a 
Couple of ſtout Fellows of deſperate Fortune, 
went upon the Highway, and robb'd a ſmall 
Caravan of Three or Four Mules laden with 
Merchandize, and found Means to diſpoſe 
of them, the Produce of which (ſetting afide 
what they wanted for preſent Expences) he 
laid out in Arms and Ammunition, and enliſt- 
ed privately in his Gang all the deſperate Fel- 
lows he could pick up. He ſet out a ſecond 
Time with about 20 or 25, and robb'd a 
large Caravan of 30 Mules and Camels, laden 
with Merchandize and Proviſions, which he 
carried to the Mountains, where Perſons 
came ſecretly to him with Arms, Sc. and 
exchanged them for Goods, much to their 
Advantage. 
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Advantage: In this Manner he frequently 
robb'd, traded, and enliſted freſh Men into 
his Gang, moſt of whom were Soldiers who 
had formerly ſerved under him, until he had 
got near 500 ſtout Fellows well mounted, 
with which Force he kept the Country in 
aw, and laid them under a Contribution, 
which they would not comply with, till he 
had firſt threatned, and afterwards performed 
his Reſolution of carrying away their Cattle, 
and plundering and burning their Houſes. 
But it will be proper here to take Notice, 
that he could not have reigned long in this 
Manner, but would have been purſued and 
overpowered by the King's Forces, it the 


Empire had not been involved in War. The 


Afghans, under Mir Vaez's Son, had taken 
Ifahan, and reduced the South-Eaſt Parts of 
Perſia to their Obedience; the Turks had 
entered the Weſtern Parts, and taken moſt of 
them; and the Myſcovites had taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Gilan (the ancient Hyrcania) and 
other Places bordering on the Caſpian Sea ; 
ſo that Shah Thamas having but two or 
three Provinces left, which were ſurrounded 
by Enemies on all Sides, he could not ſpare 
any Forces to reduce Nadir Kuli; the 

M 2 Country 
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Country People were afraid to attack him, 
ſo that he lived on them, and exacted what 
he thought proper for the Support of himſelf 
and his Followers. At this Time, one 
Sc, o'ain Beg, a General in Shah Thamas's 
Army, and Chief of a great Tribe, called the 
Bayots, having offended the King, his Perfiaz 
Majeſty was determined to take away his 
Life, which Sef o'din Beg being privately in- 
formed of, he fled from the Camp in the 
Night with 1500 of his own Men, and not 
knowing where to take Sanctuary, he went 
to Nadir Kuli, and joined him. By this Ad- 
dition to his Force, he had now got upwards 
of 2000 Men, and was become very formida- 
ble and expenſive to the Neighbourhood, 
Nadir's Uncle began to dread the Strength of 
his Nephew, who not being above 100 Miles 
off, might come and attack him whenever 
he pleaſed : He therefore wrote him a Letter, 
wherein he aſſured him, he was of Opinion, 
that if he would n and go into the 
King's Service, his Majeſty would grant a 
Panion to him and all his People. Nadir 
ſeemed very well pleaſed with this Propoſal, 
and wrote his Uncle, that if he could procure 
the Pardon he mentioned, he ſhould be glad 
1 
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to accept of it. Accordingly his Uncle ſent a 
petition to Shah Thamas, in behalf of his 
Nephew. His Majeſty at firſt ſeemed not in- 
clined to pardon a Man who had been guilty 
of ſuch notorious Crimes ; but being told the 
ill Treatment he had formerly met with, 
forced him to take fuch Meaſures in order to 
ſupport himſelf, that he was a gallant Officer, 
and that his Troops might be of great Service 
to his Majeſty, who was in want of ſuch Men, 
the King comply'd, and ſent a free Pardon 
ſigned to his Uncle, which he immediately 
forwarded to Nadir Kuli, who, upon the 
Receipt thereof, ſet out with Sef o'din Beg, 
and 100 choſen Men for Calot. On his Arrival 
there, his Uncle received him very kindly. 
Next Day he made a grand Entertainment 
for him and his Followers, which he intend- 
ed to have continued for three Days, far from 
apprehending any Treachery from his Ne- 
phew, who now meditated Revenge for the 
Injury done him in withholding his Right, and 
lighting him when reduced to the greateſt 
Neceſſity. He had concerted with his Fol- 
lowers how to put it in Execution before he 
left the Mountains, aud had ordered 500 
more of his Men to ſet out the next Day af- 
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ter him, and to lay concealed near the Caſtle 
of Calot (which they might eaſily do, it be- 
ing a mountainous Place.) Accordingly hav- 
ing that very Night made proper Preparations, 
about two in the Morning, at a Signal given, 
thoſe within fell on the Sentries, killed 
ſome, and ſeized the reſt, whilſt Nadir Kul 
went to his Uncle's Chamber, whom having 
killed, he took the Keys of the Caſtle, and 
opened the Gates, in order to let in the 500 
Men, who were ready at his Signal, His 
Uncle's Men, who were about 160, beſides 
the Sentries, had taken the Alarm; but Nadir's 
People having ſecured the Doors of the Barracks 
where they lay, they could make no Reſiſt- 
ance, ſo that they ſurrendered ; and, being diſ- 
arm'd, were ſet at Liberty the next Mof ning: 
there was not much Blood ſhed on this Occaſion, 
not above fifteen or twenty being killed in all. 
Nadir immediately diſpatched Meſſengers to 


thoſe remaining in the Mountains, who came 


to him in a few Days. This happened a- 


bout the Year 1726-7, upwards of fix Years 
after he had been turned out of the King's 

Service in Muſhad, as before-mentioned. 
Nadir, by this Action, not at all to his 
Credit, had gratified his Revenge on his 
Uncle, 
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Uncle, and had all his Relations (who lived 
moſtly in the Town, and the adjacent Vil- 
lages near Calof) in his Power; but he ſhew- 
ed no Reſentment to any of them: On the 
contrary, he treated them with Civility and 
Reſpect ; ſeveral of them entered voluntari- 
ly into his Service, and are now with, him 
in great Poſts, He continued in this Place 
for OMe Months ruling in an abſolute Man- 
ner, and raiſing Contributions, for fifty Miles 
round, to what Amount he pleaſed, Shah 
Thamas was fully apprized of all that Nadir 
had done, and was highly diſpleaſed at the ill 


Uſe he made of the Pardon ſent him, 


which was to deſtroy his Uncle, and get Poſ- 


ſeſſion of a ſtrong Place, whence nothing but 


a great Force could diflodge him; but as his 
Affairs were in a declining Condition, every 
Day ſeeming to threaten his Ruin more and 
more, being hemm'd in by the Turks on one 
Side, and the Afghans on the other, he judg- 


ed it better to make uſe of the Rebel Na- 


dir's Aſſiſtance, than to weaken his own 
Force by attempting to deſtroy him. He 
therefore let him know, if he would ſubmit 


and come to him, he ſhould be graciouſly 
received, and admitted into the Service as a 
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Mim Baſhi, and that Sef o'din Beg ſhould 
likewiſe be pardoned; and entertained in the 
ſame Station. Nadir accepted this Offer, and 
having left one of his own Officers, with 
500 of his Men, to command the Caſtle, he 
ſet out with the reſt, and waited on the 
King, who at firſt rebuked him for what he 
had done, but told him and his People, that 
he had forgiven them, and did not doubt but 
their future Behaviour would make Amends 
for their paſt Offences. Nadir excuſed him- 
ſelf as well as he could, by telling the King 
the ill Treatment he had met with from the 
Prince of Khoraſan, in being turned out of 
the Service at a Time when he ought to have 
been rewarded for his ſucceſsful Expedition 
againſt the Tartars; and that the .injurious 
Uſage he received from his Uncle and Rela- 
tions had forced him into the Meaſures he had 
taken to ſupport himſelf ; but as his Majeſty 
had now generouſly pardoned him, he ſhould 
endeavour to render himſelf deſerving of the 
Clemency which had been ſhewn him, 


As he had now frequent Occaſions, he fig- 


nalized himſelf by his Courage and Conduct, 
and was the Admiration of the King and the 


whole Army, The Turks (who before Na- 
| dir 
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dir Kuli's coming into Shah Thawas's Army, 
were always victorious, and ſeem'd deter- 
mined to extirpate the Perſian Race, and 
divide the Empire between the Afghans and 
themſelves, with whom they had made 
Peace, and entered into an Alliance) were 
now frequently repulſed with Lofs, tho' their 
Numbers were vaſtly fuperior to the Perſians; 
and in all thoſe Actions and Skirmiſhes, Na- 
dir, tho' he had but an inferior Command, 
yet he ſhared the moſt Honour ; till at length 
the King made him a Lieutenant-General, 
having removed two of his principal Officers 
to make Way for him. As Nadir had, by 
his Station, frequent Opportunities of wait- 
ing on the King, he ſoon inſinuated himſelf 
into his Favour, He had but one Rival to 
deal with, who was of any Confequence, 
namely, Futteb allah Khan Kajar, with 
whom, in Appearance, he kept a ſtrict 
Friendſhip ; but the very Moment the King 

{being ſet on by his Creatures) had called that 
General to an Account for his Management, 
in Regard to the Army, Nahr Kuli aſſured 
His Majeſty he had been a long Time ſenſi- 
ble of the Abuſes committed, and unleſs there 
was a Reformation in the Manner of paying 
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and diſciplining the Army, rhe Troops would 
deſert ; that they already began to murmur 
at not receiving their Pay regularly, and com- 
plained of the exorbitant Deductions made out 
of it for Cloaths, Sc. The King, on hear- 
ing this, was highly incenſed againſt the Ge- 
neral, and declared, if what was alledged a- 
gainſt him was true, he would order his 
Head to be cut off, He having nothing to 
ſay in his own Juſtification, but pleading it 
as a Cuſtom, and what his Predeceffors had al- 
ways done, His Majeſty ordered him to be 
executed on the Spot, and appointed Nadir 
Huli General, who readily accepted of it, 
without the Formality of deſiring to be er. 
cuſed on Account of his Inability to acquit 
himſelf as he ought in ſuch a Poſt. This 
was in the Year 1727-8, and not above one 
Year ſince he was pardoned, and taken into 
the King's Service, Nadir having obtained 
that high Station, began to diſplay Talents 
vaſtly ſuperior to what he had diſcovered hi- 
therto, and the King had ſo great a Depen- 
dange on his Management, that he ſeldom 
or never interfered in any Thing relating to 
the Military. Nadir, being ſenſible of the 
Truſt repoſed in him, was reſolved to im- 


prove 
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prove it to his own Advantage, by removing 
thoſe in the Army whom he had Reaſon to 
believe were not attached to him, and put- 
ting in thoſe who were, He gain'd the Af- 
fection of the Common-Soldiers, by paying 
them with his own Hand the Moment he 


received the Money, and letting them have 
Cloaths at the firſt Coſt, Finding himſelf 


in this happy Situation, he wiſh'd for no- 


thing more than Action, but his Forces (be- 
ing no more than 15 or 20000) were not 
ſufficient to act offenſively againſt the Turks : 
However, he annoyed them ſo much by 
Means of flying Parties, that they were glad 
to ſit ſtill in their Quarters ; they ſent to ac- 
quaint Shab Thamas, that if he would relin- 
quiſh to them the Right of thoſe Places they 
had already in Poſſeſſion, they would make 
Peace with him, and leave him to recover 
the reſt of his Dominions from the Afghans. 
Shah Thamas let them know he would con- 
ſider of it, and deſired a Truce till he 
could get an Anſwer from the Grand 
Signior to ſome Propoſals he had to make 
him; to which the Turks agreed, promiſing 
to commit no Hoſtilities until they received 


Orders from the Port, and ſo their Conines 
were 
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were fixed to Hamadan on one Side, and 
Tabriz and Ardebil on the other. Shah Tha- 
mas ſent a Meſſenger to Conſtantinople with 
Offers of an Accommodation, but on Terms 
which he knew would not be granted ; he 
gave private Orders to the ſaid Meſſenger to 
pretend Sickneſs on the Road, and to delay 
his getting thither as ſoon as poſſible, ſo as 
not to give the Turks any Cauſe of Suſpicion, 
Shah Thamas's Deſign was only to gain Time 
that he might go and ſubdue Meluck Mabmud, 
Governor of Muſhad, who had rebelled dur- 
ing the late Revolution, and ſet up as King. 
Having, thro' the Bravery of his General 
Nadir, taken the ſaid Governor Priſoner, and 
ſeized his Effects, he ſet out with 12000 
Horſe to chaſtiſe the Mabllees, a Tribe of A. 
ghans, who had taken Poſſeſſion of Herat in 
Shah Sultan Hoſſein's Time, and were now 
preparing a grand Army to invade Kboraſan, 
and lay Seige to Muſbad. The Abdollee A 
ghans met him about three Days Journey from 
Heraf, with an Army of near 30000 Horſe, 
As they were reckoned better Soldiers than 
the Kandahar Afghans, who had taken T5fa- 
han, the King ſeem'd to dread the Event of 

the Battle ; but . whoſe Courage way 
invincible, 
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"*nvincible, aſſured the King he did not doubt 
of Succeſs; that Victory depended more on 
Reſolution and Conduct than on Numbers, 

and that he was ſatisfy'd his Majeſty's Troops 
had both. Having drawn up his Army in 
order of Battle, he harangued them in the 
fame Manner, telling them withal, that the 
Loſs of that Battle would be the Ruin of 
Perſia, and that they and their Generations 
would be made Slaves for ever, if they did 
not conquer that Day; after which a gene- 
ral Shout was given. The Abdollee Afghans, 

who were drawn up at ſome Diſtance, hear- 
ing their Shout, returnedit, and advanced with 
great Fury to charge the Perfians. Nadir 
kept his Men cloſe, 'and being poſted upon a 
riſing Ground, he played upon them with 
ſome ſmall Field-pieces, which did great Ex- 
ecution, not ſuffering any of his People to 
diſcharge their Small-Arms until the Enemy 
was within thirty or forty. Yards, when they 
made a general Fi ire, which made ſuch Ha- 
vock among the Abdollees, that they were 
obliged to retire, and give the. Perfians Time 
to load again. In ſhort, after ſeveral deſpe- 

rate Attacks, which the Perfians ſuſtained 

with an uncommon Valour, a general En- 


gagement 
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gagement enſued, in which Nadir behaved 
with a moſt ſurpriſing Conduct; for, tho 
his Perſonal Bravery naturally carried him 
too far, his Vigilance was ſuch, that he always 
ſent timely Aſſiſtance wherever it was re. 
quired; at laſt, the Abdollees were entirely 


routed, 5000 were taken Priſoners, and near 


1 5000 killed and wounded. The Loſs on 
the Perſians Side amounted to no more than 
1500. After this he marched to Herat, and 
beſieged it for ſome Months, until the Enemy 
ſubmitted, and had agreed to pay down a 
certain Sum, and give an annual Tribute 
on Condition they might have a Governor 
appointed by the King out of their own 
Tribe; which being granted, they ſwore 
Obedience to Shah Tamas, by whom they 
were to be treated in future as natural Sub- 
jects. The King, who was in the Army, 
but did not command, ſet out for Mu/had, 
Nadir Kult, having Orders to follow him as 
ſoon as poſſible, arrived there in Auguft, 
1729. About this Time the King received 


News that A/bruff, the Afghan (who ſucced- 


ed Mahmud, the Son of Mir Vaez, and was 
then in Poſſeſſion of Isfahan) was preparing 
to come and attack him with a powerful 

Army. 
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Army. The faid Aſbruſß, hearing of Nadir 
Kuli's Succeſs, thought it dangerous to give 
ſuch a Man Time to augment his Forces; 
he therefore determined to cruſh him in the 
Beginning: For which Purpoſe, having com- 
pleated an Army of 30000 Men, he ſet out 
from Isfahan in September, 1729, and march'd 
towards Khoraſan, This News alarmed Shab 
Thamas, and likewiſe his General Nadir; but 
his Troops, being fluſh'd with their late 
Victory, ſeem'd eager to be led againſt the 

Enemy. He was glad to find them in this 
| Diſpoſition, eſpecially as he had but little 


Hopes of raiſing any great Number of Re- 


cruits, few People caring to enliſt, as they 
knew they were immediately to enter upon 
a deſperate Action; however, he augmented 
his Army to near 16000 Men excluſive of 
the Troops left in Garriſon : Having ſet out 
from Muſhad, by flow Marches he came to 
a Place called Damgoon, where, poſting him- 
ſelf advantageouſly, he waited the Enemy's 
Arrival, When Aſbruſt came there, finding 
Nadir Kuli ſo well fituated, he was unwill- 
ing to attack him, but was over-ruled in 
Opinion by his Officers: They told him, 
that by his declining to come to Action, the 

Enemy 
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Enemy would obtain a cheap Victory; 38 
the Country People (on hearing the Afghaj 
were afraid to encounter the Perſians would 
rebel, and ſtop all Proviſions from coming 
to the Army. Aſbruſf then propoſed to march 
directly to Muſhad without attacked Nadir 
Kuli ; which being rejected, the Signal was 
given for Battle, The Event convinced the 
 Afzhan Officers of their Error; for attack. 
ing them at that Diſadvantage gave the Per. 
fians a compleat Victory. Tis true it coſt 
them dear, having loſt above 4000 Men. 


The Loſs ſuſtained by the 4/zhans was about 


12000, among whom were ſome of their 
beſt Officers. | 

After this Defeat Aſpruſf retired towards 
Isfahan, having ſcarcely a third Part of the 
Troops he ſet out with, a great Number of 
his Men (eſpecially the Perfians he had taken 
into his Service) having deſerted after the 
Battle. - e 
Shah Tamas, who was preſent in this 


Action, and an Eye-witnefs to the Conduct 


and Valour of his General, told him he had 
nothing to preſent him, worthy his Accept- 
ance, but his own Name, and ordered that, 


for the future, he ſhould be called Thomas 
| Muli 
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Kuki * with the Addition of Khan, which 
fignifies Lord, = 

Thamas Kuli Xhan, (for ſo we {hall call 
him until he is elected King) having refreſh- 
ed his Troops at Damgoun, marched towards 
bfahan. The Afghons, on his Approach, 
quitted ſeveral of their Garriſons, and fled 


towards the Capital, and in ſome Places the 


Perfians cut them off, declaring openly for 
Shah Thamas, and ſending to Kul: Khan what 
Supplies of Men and Money they could fur- 
niſh; ſo that, by the Time he arrived at 
Cafban, which is four Days Journey from I- 
fahan, his Army conſiſted of 40000 Horſe 
and Foot. The Afghans laid in great Stores 
of Proviſions, and ſeemed determined to de- 
fend themſelves to the laſt Extremity ; but 
their Leader Aſbruſf choſe to try the Event 
of another Battle before he ſuffered himſelf to 
be befieged. Having brought together all 
the Forces he could muſter, which amount- 
ed to no more than 30000, conſiſting of Af. 
ghans, Darguzztis, Hazarris, Perſians, &c. 


* Thamas Kuli, ſignifies Thamas's $lave. The great- 
eſt Honour a Perſian King can confer on any Subject, 
is giving bim Liberty to make uſe of his own Name, 


altho' it is only to ſignify, he is his Slave. 
O he 
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he marched out to a Place called Mourcha 
Khor, which is about thirty Engliſh Miles 
from the City, and encamped there, waiting 
Khuli Khan's Arrival, which not being ſo ſoon 


as he expected, he had ſufficient Time to 


exerciſe his Cruelty on the Perfians. in and 
about Jfaban: At firſt, he ordered all the 
principal Men to be cut off, and afterwards 
all they could find in the Streets; ſo that, 
for the Space of twenty Days, there was not 
a Perſian to be ſeen abroad, none appearing 
but Women, who came out to buy the com- 
mon Neceſſaries of Life. At laſt, Kul; Khan 
arrived at Mourcha Khor, where, engaging the 


| Afghans, he obtained a compleat Victory. 


Aſhruff, having loſt 5000 Men, retired to 
Isfahan, where, calling a Council, it was 
reſolved, that all the Inhabitants ſhould 
be flaughtered, and the Palace and other 
Houſes ſet on Fire; which being done, they 


' were to march off with all the Effects they 


could carry with them. Juſt as they were 
on the Point of executing this barbarous Re- 
ſolution, thoſe whom A/bruff had appoint- 
ed to watch the Motions of Ruli Khan, ſent to 
acquaint him, that the Perſian Army was in 


full March towards the City. Upon which, 
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Apruff ordered his Men to come to the Pa- 
lace and load their Beaſts with Money (of 
which there was a great Quantity) and then 
follow him, as they could only ſave them- 
| ſelves by Flight. This Order was executed 
with ſo much Diſpatch, that before two o 
Clock in the Afternoon there was ſcarce an 
Afghan to be ſeen in the City. The Per- 
ſians, who before lay concealed, came out, 
and began to plunder all Houſes without Di- 
ſtinction; even the Peaſants from the Out- 
parts flocked in in great Numbers to have 
their Share of the Booty; but on the Arrival 
of 1500 of Thamas Kuli Khan's Troops, all 
the Rabble diſappeared, and the Officers took 
Poſſeſſion of the Palace, and placed Guards 
at the City Gates, The next Day being 

November, 1730, he entered Ifaban 
with his whole Army, and continued there, 
cloathing his Men, and dividing among them 
the Plunder recovered from the Inhabitants, 
It was a Matter of Surprize to moſt People 
that he did not purſue the Afghans ; but in 
a few Days afterwards it appeared he had 
ſome private Reaſons for it: For, on SH 
Thamas's Arrival (which was three Weeks at- 


terwards) he declared that unleſs his Majeſty 
| O 2 would 
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would give him the Power of levying Mo- 
ney in all Parts for the Payment of the Ar- 
my, he would decline the Command there- 
of, and return to his own Country, being 
well aſſured that the Perſons who ſhould 
be ordered to ſupply him would be negli- 
gent, and by that Means fruſtrate all his De- 
ſigns. The King was averſe to this Pro- 
poſal, and had Thoughts of removing him, 
but could fix on no other who was fit to 
ſupply his Place; having ſounded ſome of 
the principal Officers, he found them of 
Opinion, that it was better to comply with 
Kuli Khan's Humour for the preſent, and 
ſhew a proper Reſentment of his Inſolence 
when there was leſs Occaſion for his Service; 
adding, that the Soldiers, at this Juncture, 
would be unwilling to ſerve under any other 
General. At laſt, His Majeſty conſented 
but with the greateſt Reluctancy: For, in 
giving that Power, he (in Effect) parted with 
his Crown. He did not even ſtop here, but 
heaped more Honours upon him, appointing 
him Generaliſſimo and Beglerbeg of Khoyaſan, 
and giving him his Aunt in Marriage. Af 
ter obtaining theſe Favours he ſeemed per- 
fectly zealous for his Maſter's Service; and, 


in 


20 
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in order to convince the World of his Sin- 
cerity, would ſet but with an Army in the 


Middle of Winter agamſt the Afgbuns, who, 


finding the Perſians did not purſue them, 
when they quitted Ifalun, had taken up 
their Winter Quarters at Shrrez, and plun- 
dered and ravaged that Part of the Country 
in a barbarous Matmer. 


Kuli Khan, thro' the Severity of the Sea- 
fon, had loſt upwards of zoo Men; but, 


as his March was to the Southward, the 
Weather grew daily more favourable; Hav- 


ing arrived neat Shiras, Aſbruff and his Af 


ghans marched out with a Reſolution once 
more to try their Fortune in Battle ; they 
fought deſperately for ſome Hours, but at 
laſt were put to Flight, having left a great 
Part of their Treaſure and moſt of their 
Women and Children behind them. A 
ſtrong Detachment of the Perſſans were ſent 
in Purſuit of them, who made feveral of 
them Priſoners. 

Aſtruff, with about 1500 of his Men, 
marched directly towards Kandahar. In the 
Way moſt of them deſerted him, having on- 
ly 100 when he was ſarpriz'd and ſet upon 
by a Body of the Ballurbes; with theſe few 
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he made a deſparate and brave Defence, but 
being greatly overpowered, he and moſt of 
his Party were cut to Pieces. 

Thamas Kuli Khan, having ſtaid about a 
Month in Shiraz, ſet out for Hamadan, in 
order to recover it, with other Places for- 
merly belonging to the Perfians, which the 
Turks had ſeized during the late Troubles. 
On his Arrival there, Abdallah Baſha came 
againſt him with all his Forces, who, being 
worſted, fled towards Carmanſbab : Thamas 
Kuli purſued him thither, and defeated him 
a ſecond Time, Having ſtaid a few Days at 
Carmanſhah, and fixed a Garriſon there, he 
ſet out for Tabriz. As ſoon as he recovered 
and ſecured that important Place, he detached 
a ſtrong Party to Ardebil, which the Enemy 
had quitted on their Approach. The Turks, 
being thus unſucceſsful, demanded a Truce; 
which Thamas Kul: granted the more readily, 
as the Abdollees at Herat rebelled a ſecond 
Time, and had a powerful Army in the 
Field. 
Having ſecured, and left ſufficient Garri» 
ſons in thoſe Places he had lately recovered, 
he ſet out for Herat. After defeating the 
Abdollees Army, he laid Siege to the City, 

| which 
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which being a Place of great Strength, held 


out until Famine obliged them to ſurrender. 


He put the Governor and all the principal 


Men to Death, and having peopled the Place 
with Perſians, and left a Garriſon of his own 
Men therein, he marched to Mu/had. 

During this Time, Shah Thamas, who was 

at Isfahan, finding the Turks were ſend- 

ing Forces from Conſtantinople and other Parts 

towards the Frontiers of Perſia, he raiſed an 

Army of 20000 Men, and ſet out for Ta- 
briz, where, joining the Troops left there by 
Thamas Kuli, he marched to Erivan, and 
defeating a Body of Turks, beſieged the Caſtle, 
but not being able to ſupply his Army with 
Proviſions there, he returned to Tabriz, and 
from thence intended to advance towards 
Carmanſhah, but was prevented by Ahmed 
Baſha, who, coming againſt him with a ſu- 
perior Army, entirely defeated him, A few 
Days after this Battle, the Baſba ſent him 
Word, he was impowered by the Grand 
Signior to conclude a Peace with him. The 
King came readily into the Baſha's Propoſals, 


which were, that each Party ſhould remain 


in Poſſeſſion of what they had then got. 
When 
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When Thamas Kyli Khan was inſormed of 
this Peace he was greatly enraged, and 
wrote to the King and ſeveral of the Nobility, 
acquainting them, he would ſoon wait on His 
Majeſty, and convince him of the } 
there was to break this fcandalous Peace. 
Accordingly he ſet aut with all Speed from 
Mufhad, and in Auguft, 1732. arrived at I- 
fehan with his whole Army, which amount- 
ed to upwards of 60000, all choice Troops, 
He waited on the King, and told him, He 
ought firſt to make an Example of thoſe 
who adviſed him to duch diſhonourable Mea- 
ſures, and then carry on the War with Vi- 
gour againft the Enemy. The King ſeem- 
ing unwilling to break the Peace he had con- 
cluded with the Turks, Thamas Kuk Khaz 
told him, he had good Reaſon to believe moſt 
of the Courtiers were his Enemies, and had 
been endeavouring to prevail with His Ma- 
jeſty to take away his Life. The King aſ- 
ſured him his Informations were not true. 
Upon which Kuli Nban preſented the King 
with a Bundle of Letters, telling him, theſe 
would convince his Majeſty, that he had juſt 
Ground for his Apprehenſions. After which 
he took his Leave. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Letters had been wrote to him pri- 
vately by ſeveral of the Nobility at Court; in 
which they informed againſt each other, and 
acquzinted him with their Deſigns againſt 
him, They alſo let him know what had 
paſſed in ſeveral Converſations with the King; 
at the ſame Time reflecting on his Majeſty's 
Incapacity, and aſſuring Kuli Khan how 
much they had his Intereſt at Heart. 

The King was aſtoniſhed when he peruſed 
theſe Letters, and finding the Treaſon too ge- 
neral to be taken any notice of, unleſs he re- 
ſolved to cut off the greateſt Part of the No- 
bility, he deſtroyed the Letters, being deter- 
mined to wait for a more convenient Oppor- 


unity of reſenting their Villany. 


Thamas Kuli Khan, who with his Army 
lay encamped without the City, waited to 
know what Effet theſe Letters would have 
on the King; but finding he took no Notice 
of them, he conſulted with the Chiefs of his 


Army, and acquainted them with the Steps 


he had taken. They agreed with him in O- 


pinion, that the King's Intention was to de- 


ſtroy him and his Friends, and diſband the 
Army; and that the late ſhameful Peace 
concluded with the Turks was chiefly with a 

P View 
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View of having more Leiſure and Opportu- 
nity to accompliſh his Deſigns. Ruli Khan 
told them, the only Expedient to fave them 
and himſelf, would be to depoſe the King, 
and ſet up his Son in his Stead; by which 
Means they ſhould have a fair Pretence of 
making a Rupture with the Ottoman Porte: 
His Officers came readily into this Scheme, 
which was executed in the following manner. 
Kuli Khan invited the King to a Review of 
the Army ; he accordingly went, and was 
exceedingly delighted with the fine Appear- 
ance they made, and the Performance of 
their Exerciſe, the Merit of which he pub- 
lickly attributed to the General, As the King 
Was riding thro” the Ranks, fome of the Un- 
der-officers and Soldiers ſaid aloud, ** If your 
* Majeſty has any Commands, we are ready 
* to execute them,” This at firſt ſurprized 
Kuli Khan, but on recovering himfelf, he, 
with his uſual Preſence of Mind, addreſſed 
the King, deſiring him to tell them they 


were to obey their General Thamas Kuli 
' Khan, to whom he had given the fole Com- 


mand of the Army; which his Majeſty 
complied with, and then went to a Banquet 
which had been A 10 for him in the Ge- 


neral's

neral's Tent. The King having indulged too 
freely in drinking Wine, (which tis ſuppoſed 
was mixed with ſome introxicating Drug) he 
fell aſleep on his Sofa, The General ordered 
his own People to carry him to a Seraglio in 
the Garden of Hagar Ferib. His Majeſty's 
Servants who were then in Waiting, ſeeming 
to diſpute Kuli Khan's Orders, by telling him, 
they would take Care of the King, were com- 
manded to withdraw at their Peril; upon 
which they endeavoured to make their 
Eſcape, but were ſeized by the Guards, and 
confined. 

After Kuli Khan had ſecured the King, 
and placed Guards over him, he returned to 
his Tent, where moſt of the General Officers, 
who had been preſent at this Scene, were at- 
tending, He aſked them, what was to be 
done further with the King? They replied, 
Nothing more than what is already done: 
But he ſoon perſwaded them it would be ne- 
ceſſary to keep him confined in ſome remote 
Part of the Empire: and accordingly three 
Days afterwards he was ſent to Mazandran, 
attended by a Guard of 60co Men, among 
whom were very few Per/ian Troops, being 

” 8 chiefly 
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chicfly Agbans, and others of the Sunn; Re- 
ligion. | 

After ſeizing the King, he ſent a ſtrong 
Detachment to the City, to take Poſſeſſion 
of the Palace, and place Guards at the City 
Gates, and in ſome of the principal Streets, 
Early next Morning he was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that no Perſons, on Pain of 
Death, ſhould ſtir out of their Houſes: At 
Noon finding every Thing was quiet and eaſy, 
a ſecond Proclamation was made, ordering 
all People to carry on their Buſineſs and ſe- 
veral Occupations, and go abroad, as uſual. 

The Perſians made ſecretly great Lamen- 
tations, imagining their King was kilted ; but 
being informed he was alive, they flattered 
themſelves with Hopes that the Army would 
rife in his Defence. 

Next Day after the King was ſent away, 
Kuli Khan went to the Palace in great Pom p, 
attended by all the Officers both Civil and 
Military. He ordered the King's Son to be 
brought out of the Seraglio, who being then 
in his Cradle, was placed on the Throne; the 
Royal Diadem was put at the Head, and the 


Sword and Target fixed to the Side thereof; 
af ter 


Mee 
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after which, with the proper Ceremony, he 
was declared King, by the Name of Shab 
Abaſs the Third. Kuli Khan firſt ſwore Fi- 
delity to him on the Koran, and the reſt fol- 
lowed his Example. 

This Mock Ceremony being over, he con- 
tinued in the Palace until he had appointed 
proper Officers in the City, and removed 
thoſe Governors of diſtant Province whom 
he did not care to confide in: Afterwards he 
ſet out with his Forces againſt the Turks, and 
meeting Ahmed Baſha at the Head of a nu. 
merous Army, within a few Days Journey 
of Baghdad, he entirely defeated him, and 
marched” towards the City, which he laid 
cloſe Siege to. The Garriſon being very nu- 


merous, defended it a long Time, but a ter- 


rible Famine raging amongſt them, they were 
on the Point of ſurrendering, when Topo] 
Othman, Baſha Seraſtier, and ſeveral other 
Baſhas came with an Army, which, including 
Servants, Ec. was upwards of 200000 Men. 

Having advanced near Bag#dad, they obliged 
Thamas Kul: Khan to raiſe the Siege, and give 
'em Battle. The Perfian Army, which then 
conſiſted of 1 20000 Men, charged fo furiouſly, . 
and ſeconded their Attacks with ſo much Vi- 


gour, 
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gour, that the Turks were on the Point 
of giving Way, when Kuli Khan's Horſe was 
ſhot under him. Having fought ſome Time 
on Foot, before he could get re-mounted, 
his Standard-bearer concluded he was killed, 
ind rode off with the Colours. This alarm'd 
the whole Army, who inſtantly faced about 
and fled: Kuli Khan endeavoured to rally 
them, but to no Purpoſe ; the Turks pur- 
ſuing with great Fury, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them: The Per/ians loſt in this 
Action upwards of 60000 Men, and the 
Turks nigh as many. 

This Defeat would have e any 
but Kuli Khan, who had a Soul ſuperior to 
all Misfortunes. He ſtopped at Hamadan, 
where in a few Days moſt of the Troops who 
were diſperſed joined him. He told them he 
had certain Intelligence the Turks had given 
over Purſuit, and had divided their vaſt Ar- 
my into leſſer Parties, for the Convenience of 
foraging and getting Proviſions, of which they 
were in great Want: He was determin'd 
togo and attack 'em one Party after another, 
and either conquer or die, ſince after what 
had been already done they could expect no 


Mercy from their Country, to which they 
muſt 
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muſt never return but in Triumph: And 
ſhould they give the Turks any Time to 
refreſh and unite their Troops, they would 
certainly be an Over-match for them, His 
Officers being entirely of the ſame Opinion, 
he marched back with great Expedition, and 
fell upon the firſt Party of the Turks, who, 
imagining him to be at a great Diſtance, 
were not prepared to teceive him. Having 
ſucceflively beat three conſiderable Bodies of 
them, he at laſt encountered Topal Othman 
Baſha, at the Head of 60,000 Men, who 
being ſhot in the Beginning of the Action, 
his whole Army was ſoon routed, and put 
to Flight. 

Since this Battle the Turks have not ap- 
peared in the Field againſt him, but ſuffered 
him for two Years ſucceſſively to take one 
Place after another, ſome by Storm, and 
others by Capitulation, till he had recovered 
all the Territories they had ſeized during the 


late Troubles. 


This unexpected Soeben had greatly raiſed 
his Reputation, and Volunteers came from 
all Quarters to offer him their Service. 
Having compleated a choice Army, he 
marched a ſecond Time to beſiege Baghdad. 

When 
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When the Siege was pretty far advanced, he 
received News, that Mahommed Khan Bulls. 
che, one of his Generals, had rebelled, and 
proclaimed Shah Thamas King ; that he had 
taken the City of Shiraz, and had an Army 
of 30000 Men, which increaſed daily: 
Whereupon Kuli Khan immediately raiſed 
the Siege, and marching with all Expedition 
againſt the Rebels, was upon them when they 
leaſt expected him. Upon the firſt Report 
of his Troops being near, they marched out 
to attack them, imagining it was only a 
{ſmall Detachment under the Command of 
one of his Officers, but they had not advanc- 
ed above 20 Miles before they met him at 
the Head of his Van-Guard, which con- 
fiſted of 12000 Men. Mahommed Khan 
Balluche being overjoyed to find him attended 
by ſo few, told his Officers, that Fortune 
had delivered Thamas Kuli Khan into their 
Hands; that they might eaſily defeat him, 
before he could have any Succours, as his 
main Army was a Days Journey behind: 
But when they approached each other, and 
heard Kuli Khan thundering out his Or- 
ders, they were ſtruck with ſuch a Panick, 
that they fled, without * his firſt 
| Attack, 
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Attack. Mabommel Khan Balluche, who 
was ' perſonally brave; having ſingled out 
uli Khan, rode full Speed towards him; 
being repulſed, he fought his Way back 
again, and intended to make his Eſcape, by 
crofling the Gulf of Per/ia in an Arab Veſſel; 
but thoſe treacherous People ſeized him, 
and, in hopes of -a Reward, carried him to 
Thamas Kuli Khan, who ſent him to Priſon, 
in order to force him into a Confeſſion of his 
Accomplices, and what Treaſure and Effects 
he had; In this he was diſappointed, for the 
Moment Mahommed Khan Balluche was left 
alone, he hanged himſelf, They could find 
no Papers that gave any Account of the Per- 
ſons he correſponded with, or where his Effects 
(which were very conſiderable) had been de- 
poſited, Thus ended this brave Man, who 
was deſervedly eſteemed for ſeveral good 
Qualities; he was as great (tho' not fo for- 
tunate) a Soldier, as any in the Ea/?, and judg- 
ed to be the beſt Horſeman in Per/ia. 
 Thimas Kuli Khan ſtaid a few Days in $h:- 
rax, being employed in putting to Death 
ſome of the principal Perſons concerned in 
the Rebellion, and ſeizing their Effects. He 
afterwards returned to Ifaban, where ſettling 


Q_ ſome 
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ſome Affairs, he ſet out for Georgia, and took 
the Capital Tz#7s by Storm, upon which the 
whole Country ſubmitted to him ; from 
thence he marched to Erivan, the Capital of 
Armenta, which having recovered, he after- 
wards took Shamakb; by Capitulation, and 
Ganjan by Storm. In the mean Time, heſent a 
Meſſenger to the Rujſſians to deſire them to re- 
linquiſh Galan and the Silk Countries, according 
to their Promiſe, otherwiſe he ſhould be ob- 
liged to pay them a Viſit; as they had no In- 
clination to enter into a War with him, they 
evacuated all the Places on this Side the Ca/- 
pian Sea, except Derbend and Bachu, which 
he had given up to them. Upon this he con- 
cluded a firm Peace with them, and not long 
after made a Peace with the Turks, 

Having thus ſettled Affairs in Regard to 
thoſe two Powers, he ſent a general Edict to 
all the Rulers of Provinces, Chiefs of 'Tribes, 
and Governors of Cities and Towns, com- 
manding them to meet him on a certain Day 
in the Plains of Chuli Mogham, on Pain of 
high Diſpleaſure. At the Time appointed 
they appeared, to the Number of 6000 and 
upwards, at the faid Place, where they found 
him encamp'd with an Army of 150000 

. Men, 
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Men. Thamas Kuli Khan ordering them to 
appear before him, he told them, the Reaſon 
of calling them together was to acquaint 
them that he had now ſubdued all the \Ene- 
mies of the Perſian Empire, except the Ran- 
dahar Afghans, whom he was determined to 
march againſt very ſoon ; that, after he had 
reduced them to Obedience, he intended to 
retire, and end the Remainder of his Days in 
Peace and Tranquility, unleſs his Country 
ſhould again require his Service ; that he had 
made Peace wich the Turks and Muſcovites, 
and chaſtiſed the Tartars, and other Enemies 
on the Frontiers, in ſuch a Manner, that (in 
all Probability) they would remain quiet for 
a long Time, fo that it only remained with 
them to elect a King, either Shah Tamas 
their late Sovereign, or any other whom they 
Judged the moſt capable; adding that he ex- 

ed their Anſwer in three Days. After 
this he retired to his Tent, and gave Orders 
that the ſaid Aſſembly ſhould be entertained 
at the public Expence, during their Stay in 
the Camp. In the mean Time, Kul: Kban's 
Creatures took Care to intimate to the princi- 
pal Perſons, 'that they ought to compliment 
their Regent and General with an Offer 
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of the . tho at the ſame Time, they 
were certain he would not accept of it. 
When the Time was expired, they waited on 
him with an Addreſs; in which, after ſet- 
ting forth the ſignal Services he had done to 
his Country, they begg'd he would accept 

of the Crown and take the Charge of the 
Empire upon him, and that they (as faithful 
Subjects) would aſſiſt him on all Occaſions 
with their Lives and Fortunes. Thomas Kuli 
Khan told them, that he thank'd them for 
the Honour they had done him, which was 
contrary to his Intention in calling them to- 
gether, yet as he look'd upon the Voice of 
the People to be the Voice of God, he muſt 
ſubmit to the Cares of a Crown, and ſacri- 
fice his own Eaſe to the public Good, not 
- doubting but (by the Bleſſing of the Almigh- 
ty, and their unanimous Concurrence) he 
ſhould raiſe the Perſian Nation to as great a 
Pitch of Glory as any of their former Kings 
had done. And, in order to ſet out right, and 
have a perfect Underſtanding with them, he 
ſhould require three Things to be ſolemnly 
confirmed by them: 

I. That they ſhould make the Crown 
Hereditary to his Heirs for cyer, 


. That 
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H. That no one, on Pain of Death, and

The Grandees came readily into the two 
firſt Articles, but as to the laſt they deſired 
he would firſt hear what the Mullah Baſhi 
(or High-Prieſt) had to offer on that Head 
before they ſhould ſubſcribe to it.

ingly the High-Prieſt addreſſed him, and ſaid, 
As to Matters of Religion we have the Law 
© of God, and the Traditions of his Pro- 
* phet Mahommed to direct us, it is not for 
© Princes to make Innovations therein ; and 
© therefore I humbly hope your Majeſty will 
not begin your Reign with attempting to 
* overthrow the Eſtabliſhed Religion, as a 
© Step of that Nature muſt be attended with 
dangerous Conſequences,” Then Kuli Khan 
immediately ordered him to be ſtrangled, to 
prevent the People from attempting to ſecond 
his Diſcourſe, which they would certainly have 
done, if this ſudden Execution has not deter- 
ed them from it. He then aſked the Peo- 
ple whether they would ſubſcribe, and take 
Oaths to what he had propoſed ; which they 
tamely and readily ſubmitted to. The next 
Day, being March 173 5-6. he was proclaim-

bitter Enemies, for ęutting off the Mullah 
Baſhi, and for the Alteration they found he 
was determined to make in Religion ; but, in 
order to prevent their being able to do him 
any Injury, he ſent for the Chiefs of them, 
and aſk'd in what Manner they employed 
the vaſt Revenues they had. The told him, 
that they apply'd them to the religious Pur- 
poſes for which they were intended, fuch as 
Salaries for Prieſts, the Maintenance of Col- 
leges, and a great Number of Moſques, in 
which Prayers were daily and hourly offered 


up for Succeſs to the Arms of their Prince, 


and Proſperity to the Empire of Pera. He 
told them, that by Experience it was evident 
their Prayers had not been heard, ſince for 
fifty Years paſt the Nation has been on the 
Decline, and at laſt almoſt ruined by Inva- 
fions and Rebellions, until God's victorious 
Inſtruments (meaning his Army) had come 
to its Relief, who were now ready to ſacri- 
fice their Lives for the Defence and Glory 
thereof ; that theſe poor Prieſts (pointing to 
his Soldiers) were in Want, and muſt be ſup- 
ply'd by ſome Means or other; that therefore 
it was his Royal Pleaſure, that the greateſt Part 


of the Church Lands and Revenues ſhould 
R be 
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be confiſcated and appropriated towards pay- 
ing the Army; which was accordingly done, and 
by an exact Computation found to amount 
to near 1,c00,000 Tomans, which is about 
3, Oo, coo J. per Annum. The Prieſts were 
highly enraged at this Treatment, and did 
all they could to ſtir up the Army and Peo- 
ple againſt him; the former, being above 
half Sunnis, only laughed at them; and the 
latter, when they conſidered that by this 
they were to be caſed of a Part of the Taxes, 
were not diſſatisfy d with it. After this Kul; 
Khan ſent for the Chiefs of the People, and, 
acquainting them with what he had done, 
told them, if they wanted Prieſts, they muſt 
provide them at their own Expence; that, 
for his Part, having little Occaſion for any, 
he would be at no Charge about them. He 
then publiſhed an Edict (of which the fol- 
lowing is a literal Tranſlation) ordering all his 
Subjects to conform to the Sunni Religion, 
on Pain of his Royal Diſpleaſure.

This Edict was received with great Joy by 
Numbers of his Subjects, as many being ſe- 
cretly of that Perſwaſion, as of the Schia 
eſtabliſhed Religion ; it was particularly agree- 
able to his Soldiers, who being chiefly Sunnis, 
became thereby the more attach'd to him, 
However impolitic theſe Steps might have 
ſeem'd at firſt, yet it was the only Me- 
thod he could have thought of in order to 
eſtabliſh himſelf and his Heirs on the Throne 
of Perſia; beſides the Advantages it already 
has and may ſtill give him in his future De- 
ſigns on his Neighbours, who are of the ſame 
Religion which he has now eſtabliſhed in 
Perſia. | 

Shortly after he was elected and proclaim- 
ed King, he went to the City of Kazvin 
(or Kasbin) where the Ceremony of Inaugu- 
ration of the Perſian Monarchs is performed. 
Having girt on the Royal Scymitar, and put 
the Imperial Crown on his Head, he took 
the uſual Oath, which is, To govern the 
People according to the Laws of GoD, as re-

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vealed by his Prophet Mahommed, and pro- 
lect and defend them againſt all their Enemies. 
After this, he marched with his Army 
to Efaban, where he continued ſome Time, 
making Preparations for his Expedition to 
Kandahar, During his Stay there, he re- 
ceived the Compliments of the neighbouring 
Powers: The Grand Signor and Moghol ac- 
knowledged him as Emperor of Perſa, and at 
the ſame time congratulated him on having e- 
ſtabliſhed the true Orthodox Religion in his 
Empire, and diſcouraged the former Hereſy, 
In December, 1736, Nadir Shah fet out 
from Jfaban, with an Army of upwards of 
80000, chiefly Horſe, and marched towards 
Kandahar, by the Way of Carmania, and 
was ſhortly after followed by Thamas Khan 
Vakeel with about 40000 more. 


What happened after this, the Gentleman 
zoho favoured me with the above Memoirs is a 
Stranger to; excepting that on his Departure 
from Perſia to India, 4which was in February, 
1736-7, he heard Nadir Shah had befeged 
Kandahar, His Tranſactions fince that Time,

The ſame Gentleman has alſo favoured me 
with a perſonal Deſcription and Character of 
this great Heroe, which I ſhall reſerve for 
the Concluſion of theſe Sheets, 


Nadir Shah, having ſecurely eſtabliſhed 
himſelf, and ſettled his Affairs in Pera, he 
left his Son Reza Kul: Mirza to command 
there, and ſet out with his Army towards 
Kandahar, Hoſſein Khan, the Governor 
thereof, having laid up great Stores of Pro- 
viſions and Ammunition, held out for 18 
Months ; at laſt, being reduced to Straits, he 
ſallied out with his Men, moſt of whom 
died bravely fighting. Hoſſein Khan and his 
Son being taken Priſoners, the Perfians en- 
tered the Caſtle, and took Poſſeſſion thereof. 

While Nadir Sbab was buſy in ſecuring 
and fortifying Kandabar, and bringing over 
to him the Zemidars of thoſe Parts, Letters 
came from Nigam al Muluck and Saadit Khan, 
inviting him to march towards Hindiſtan. 
In Anſwer to which, he objected the Diffi- 
culties of getting thro' the Defiles, paſſing the 
great Rivers, and the many Encounters he 

8 muſt 
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muſt expect to have with the Afghans, and 
the warlike Nations of thoſe Parts, the Op- 
poſition he muſt expect from Nagir Khan, 
Soubahdar of Cabul, and Zekaria Khan , 
Ruler of Labor; and, laſt of all (ſhould his 
Fortune ſurmount all theſe) his Fate will de- 
pend on his Succeſs againſt a powerful Impe- 
rial Army. They ſoon ſatisfied him how 
unneceſſary his Fears were, and that, before 
he croſs'd the Attok*, he ſhould have a Proof 
how able they were, and how much inclined 
to facilitate his Paſſage. Being encouraged 
by thoſe Repreſentations, he ſet out with an 
Army of 125,000 Horſe, Kuzzlebaſh, Geor- 
gians, Turks, Khoraſanis, Balkhis, &c. all 
inured to Fatigues and Hardſhips ; they were 
well provided for this Expedition, and great- 
ly encouraged thereto by the Hopes he gave 
them, of not only enriching themſelves, but 
bringing Wealth and Glory to their impove- 
riſhed Country, by the Plunder of Jadia. In 


Atto, is the Name of a River, that ſeparates the 
Province of Labor from Peiſbor.

as alſo to Zekaria Khan, Ruler of the Province 
of Labor, to this Purport : © Nadir Shah, 
© being thoroughly informed of the State of

Time in Wine and Women, has come to 
a Reſolution to ſtrike a Blow at this Em- 
* pire, You well know that none of the

can have little Hopes of Aſſiſtance from

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the deſired Effect with Nagir Khan and Ze- 
karia Khan. 

Nadir Shah, having ſubdued Ghorbund and 
Gbognaui, and garriſon'd them with his own 
People, came to Cabal and beſieged it. Na- 
cir Khan (before his Arrival) had left it, and 
marched to Perſhor ; but Sherzib Khan de- 
fended both the City and Caſtle for 6 Weeks 
with the utmoſt Bravery, and wrote repeat- 
edly to Nagir Khan, and to Court for Af- 
ſiſtance; but none coming, both City and 
Caſtle were at laſt taken by Storm, and he 
and his Son were put to Death. Nadir Sbab 
found Treaſure, Jewels, Arms, &c. to a 
great Value, which, fince the Great Mogbel 
Babr's Time, had been ſhut up in Vaults. 
When the Taking of Cabul was known at 
Court, the Emperor gave Orders to: get his 
Troops in Readineſs, and provide all Things 
neceſſary for taking the Field. As Rajab 
Jeſing was more attached to Khanderan than 
to any of the other Omras, he repeatedly 
wrote to him to this Purport : © Nadir Shab's

ther, to every Body's Surprize, Khandbran 


came back to the Palace, and delayed the 
March, whereas Nizam ſeemed to be for 
haſtening it all in his Power. The Emperor's 
Servants, who knew Khandoran to be attached 
to their Maſter, contrived all the Impedi. 
ments they could think of, fo that Nadir 
Shah had not only Time to ſecure Cabul, but 


was far advanced in his March to Peiſhor +, 


where the A/zhans and Mountaineers very 
much incommoded him, and kept him in 
Play for Seven Weeks; in which Time he 
had a great many Men wounded and killed, 
Seeing there was no forcing the Paſſes, with- 
out much Bloodſhed, and that the Afghans 


had fortified themſelves on the Tops: of the 


Hills; he ſent them Offers of Accommodation, 
which they came into the more readily, 
as the Soubabdars had ſent no Aſſiſtance; and 
that they had been four or five Years without

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receiving any of their uſual AllowanceZ from 
Court: Upon Nadrr,Shab's paying them a 
certain Sum of Money, they not only let 
him paſs unmoleſted, but ſeveral of them 
lied in his Army; the other Afghans hearing 
of this, followed their Example, So, leav- 
ing the main Army behind, with 10,000 
choſen Horſe of Kuzz/ebaſh ||, in ſeven Days 
he got to Peiſbor. Nagir Khan, who with 
7000 Horſe had incamped without the City, 
not imagining he could get through the Paſſes 
ſo ſoon, upon hearing of his Approach with 
ſo large a Body of Horſe, was greatly per- 
plexed ; ſeveral of his Auxiliaries left him, 
and few beſides the King's Men ſtood by him, 
who, after a brave Reſiſtance, were defeated,

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and Nagir Khan taken Priſoner. Some Af- 


ghans who, waiting the Event, were poſted 
on the Hills, ſeeing Nadir Shah prevail, 
came and offered him their Service. After 
this Victory, he entered Peiſbor and took 
Poſſeſſion thereof. When the News of this 
Defeat came to Court, Maam al Mauluch, 
Khandoran, Kummir o din Khan, and the 
other Omras, according to the King's Order, 
on the ſecond of January, 1738-9, marched 
out with a numerous Army, a large Train 
of Artillery, and other warlike Neceſſaries, in 
order to oppoſe this Conqueror; and halted 
at the Gardens of Shalimar. Nizam, who 


was the Contriver of this Storm, endeavoured 
all he could to prepoſſeſs the Minds of the 


Soldiers with a Terror of Nadir Shab's Forces, 
and how vain it was to reſiſt him; and, at 
the ſame Time, amuſed them to divert their 
going too far forward: But the King iſſued 
out Orders, that Nizam and the other On- 
ras ſhould advance with all Expedition, he 
himſelf intending to follow ſoon after them, 
Nizam al Muluck, and the reſt, according to 
theſe Orders, marched on, and encamped in 


the Plains of Karnal, which is Fifty-Five

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Coſs * diſtant from Dehl;,, The Emperor 
alſo ſet out the 18 of January, 1738-9, and 
on the 4th of February joined them. 
Nadir Shah having ſecured Peiſbor, and 
croſſed the Atrok, marched directly towards 
Labor; Zekaria Khan, Soubabdar thereof, 
had (to Appearance) fortified the Place in 
the beſt Manner poſſible, and having en- 
trenched himſelf without, ſeemed eager to

near the Evening, when the Emperor's Forces 
gave Ground, Saadit Khan, Sheerjing and Wan- 
doran's youngeſt Son, were taken Priſoners; 
Khandoran, having received ſeveral mortal

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Wounds, was carried back to his Quarters, 
Mazuffer Khan, with ſeveral other Officers, 
were killed, and ſome mortally wounded, 
returned to their Camp; Seyd Hoſſan Khan, 
being wounded, marched towards Debl: , 
and great Numbers lay dead in the Field of 


Battle *. 
When thoſe who fled from the Engage- 
ment returned back, there was a great Tu- 


In a Letter that was wrote from Mahommed Shal/s 
Camr, a Day after the Engagement, it is ſaid, that 
Nadir Shab fought with 50,000 Horſe : And when 
Khanderan and Mazuffer Khan came with their Forces, 
he divided his Men into three Bodies, and at laft routed 
the Moghol's Army. Saadit Khan's and Sherjing's Ele- 
phants getting foul of each other, the Kuzzlebaſh ſur- 
rounded and took them Priſoners. Khandoran received 
2 Bullet in his Arm, and another in his Side.—Mazuf- 
fer Khan was killed, jumping from his Elephant Mir 
Gullau, Shehdad Khan, Akhlaſs Khan, Eadgar Khan, 
and Khandoran's eldeſt Son were killed. Atul beg 
Khan Kumlpoiſh, with his Son, and Abdal Rizak Khan, 
and Jaſfer Khan, with his Son and Brothers, and Sir- 
dar Muluc were wounded, Mirza Khoudabunaa,

the Tents and Effects of Khandoran, Mazuf- 


fer Khan, Saadit Khan, &c. were plundered 


by their own People. 

Amidſt this Confuſion the Emperor went 
towards Mam al Muluck's Mourcha, who 
was in the Front, and in Conjunction with 
the Vizir and other Omras, went without 
the Mourchas, and drew up their Men in a 
Line of Battle, with a Defign to put a Stop 
to the Enemies advancing any farther ; but, 
had not the Night come on, theſe Precauti- 
ons would have ſerved them in little Stead, 
and that Day would have put an End to the. 
whole affair. About an hour after Sun-ſet 
the Emperor returned back to his Tent. 

Several of thoſe who eſcaped out of the 
Field, as alſo thoſe who attended the Bag- 
gage and Carriages, fled towards Debl: ; a 
great many of whom were killed and plun- 
dered in the Way. 

The Camp in ſome Places was very thin 
of Men, inſomuch that when at Midnight, 
the Emperor ſent for Nigam al Muluck, the 
Space from his Mourcha to the Emperor's 
Tent (which is about three Quarters of a 


Coſs) was found entirely empty, 
Nizam 
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Nizam al Muluck, Sirbullind Khan, Kum. 


mir o' din Khan, and all the other Omras- 


that were left, ſtaid with the Emperor in 
deep Conſultation until near the Morning, 
when each returned to his own Quarters, 

On the 1 6th t, finding the Camp ſo thin, 
and being apprehenſive of the Kuzzlebaſh's 
attacking them, they contracted the Circuit 
thereof, and their Mourchas into the Compaſs 
requiſite to contain the Number of Troops 
they had left, which was the Space between 
the Emperor's Tent and N:zam's Mourcha, 
and there they ſtood under arms the whole 
Day, every Minute expecting the Enemy's 
Approach. Towards the Evening a ſmall 
Tent was pitched for the Emperor, and all 
the Troops were diſpoſed of to their reſpective 
Poſts, where they continued under Arms the 
whole Night, and their Horſes ſaddled, with- 
out either Hay or Corn. 

The 17th || alſo paſſed in Fear and 
Anxiety. This Day, according to an Order, 
from Nadir Shah, Saadit Khan ſent for his 
own Men and Baggage ; ſome of them who

were 
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were ſcattered up and down the Camp, 
went to him, carrying along with them all 
that eſcaped being plundered of his Horſes 
and other Effects. Nadir Shah had ordered 
a Tent to be pitched not far from his own 
Quarters, for Saadit Khan, Sherjing, and 
Khandoran's Son ; their Baggage and At- 
tendants he gave a Place to, without his 
Camp ; none durſt ſo much as come to ſee 
them, nor were they allowed to make uſe of 
any of their own Neceſſaries. 

On the 18th +, N:zam al Muluck * and 
Azim Alla Khan went to accommodate 


Matters to Nadir Shah's Camp; after a Stay 


of fix Hours, they returned back; what they 
might have done there, was kept a Secret. 
Towards the Cloſe of the Evening, Khando- 
ran died of the Wounds he had received,

and the aboveſaid Omras (each of whom had 
not above two or three Servants to attend 
him) he went on to Nadir Shah's Camp;

Vakeel * came to meet him, and did him 
the uſual Honours. Afterwards Neſ- Allah 
Mirza, Nadir Shah's Son, who came in a 
Royal Litter, having alighted, paid his Re- 
ſpects according to the Form + of his Coun- 
try. The Emperor ordering his own Litter 


to be ſet down, embraced Ne. Allah Mirza, 


after which they both marched on until 
they came as far as the Train of Ordnance ; 
here all the Attendants were obliged to ſtay 
behind, only the Emperor with two or three 
Eunuchs, and the Omras abovementioned, 


were allowed to paſs ; when they came to 


the Door of the Royal Tent, and the Em- 
peror was alighted, Nadir Shah came forth 


to receive him, having embraced him, he 


ſeated. him cloſe by himſelf on the ſame 
Muſnidd 7 ; after the accuſtomary Forms of 
Salutation, and the Enquiry after each other's

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Health were over, Nadir Shah addreſſed 
him thus : 

© Tt is ſtrange that you ſhould be 10 uncon- 
cerned and regardleſs of your own Affairs, 
that notwithſtanding I wrote you ſeveral 
Letters, ſent an Ambaſſador, and teſtified 
a Friendſhip for you, your Miniſters 
ſhould not think proper to ſend me a fatis- 
factory Anſwer; and by Reaſon of your 
Want of Command and Diſcipline over 
your own People, one of my Ambaſſh- 

dors *, contrary to all Laws, has been kil- 
led in your Dominions. 

Even when I entered your Empire, you 
ſeemed under no Concern for your Affairs, 
nor ſo much as ſent to aſk who I was, or 
what was my Deſign. When I advanced 
as far as Lahor, none of your People came 
with a Meſſage or Salutation, nay, not with 
an Anſwer to my Salutation to you: Af- 
terwards when your Omras were awaked 
out of their Lethargy and Indolence, they 
prevented all Means of a Reconciliation ; 
and coming tumultuouſly with an Intent 
to ſtop my farther Progreſs, they brought

them- 
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themſelves into one general Snare, without 
having the Foreſight to leave any behind, 
who upon an Emergency could make Head, 
and retrieve their Affairs. Beſides this, you 


have fooliſhly cooped yourſelves up in your 


Mourchas, not conſidering that if your 
Enemy was ſtronger, you could not re- 
main within theſe Barricadoes without ei- 
ther Water or Grain; and if he was weaker, 
'twas both unneceſſary and diſgraceful to 
ſuffer yourſelves to be beſieged by him; be- 
ſides, if you thought lightly of him, and 
imagined him a raſh inconſiderate Man, 
without expoſing your own Perſon and Re- 
putation ſo much, you ought to have de- 
tached a faithful and experienced Officer, 
who, in a little Time, might have found 
Means to diſtreſs and cut him off ; but if 
you dreaded his Experience and Conduct, 
you had ſtill the leſs Reaſon (after provok- 
ing him thus far) to venture your All at 
one Blow. Even when you had thus en- 
tangled yourſelf, I ſent you Offers of an 
Accommodation, but you was ſo puffed up 
with your own childiſh Conceits, and fool- 
iſh Reſolutions, that you would not give 


Ear to any honourable Overtures, or con- 
* ſult 
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ſult your own Intereſt, until, at laſt, by 


the Aſſiſtance of the Creator of the World, 


and the Strength of the Arms of the vio. 
rious Warriors, you have ſeen what has hap- 
pened. Moreover, your Predeceſſors were 
wont to take the“ Jeziab from the Infi- 
dels, and you in your Reign have given it 
to them, having in theſe twenty Years, 
ſuffered the Empire to be over-run by them. 
But as hitherto the Race of Temur have 


not injured or miſbehaved towards the 


Sei Family, and the People of Perſa, I 
ſhall not take the Empire from you, only 
as your Indolence and Pride have obliged 
me to march ſo far, and that I have been 


put to an extraordinary Expence, and my 


Men, on Account of the long Marches, are 
much fatigued, and in Want of Neceſſaries; 
I muſt go to Dehli, and there continue ſome 
Days, until the Army is refreſhed, and the 
Peiſbeuſb, that Nizam al Muluck has agreed 
to, is made good to me; after that I ſhall 
leave you to look after your own Affairs. 
Mahommed Shah gave no Anſwer during the 


whole Speech, but was fixed in a Silence, 


Mahommedans, eſpecially the Hindu't.

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which teſtified a good deal of Confuſion and 


Shame. 

To this Diſcourſe, there was none preſent 
but Javead Khan, Behroz Khan, and Ghazi 
din Than; towards Evening the Emperor 
returned back to his own Camp, and ſeveral 
of his officers having repreſented to him, 
that the Banians made the Grain very dear, 
he ordered their Shops to be plundered, 
which, inſtead of mending the Matter, very 
much increaſed the Dearth of Proviſions. 
On the 21ſt *, in the Morning, Nizam al 
Muluck, the Vizir, Azim Allah Khan, and 


Ghazi o din Khan, went to Nadir Shab : 


On their taking Leave to return, Nam was 
honoured with a Preſent of a Coat, Veſt, and 
a Horſe; the Vizir, Aim Allah Khan, and 
Ghazi o din Khan, each witha Coat and Veſt; 
at nine o'Clock at Night, they waited on 


Mahommed Shah, and communicated to him 


what had paſſed in their Conference, which 
was not made publick. That ſame Day the 
Emperor ordered 500 Beldars to bury the 
Corps of thoſe who fell in the Field of Battle, 
the Number of whom were found to be 
17000, all of the Hindoſtan Army, and the

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Bodies lay ſpread over the Space of ſeven Coſs; 
the ſaid Beldars having ſtrewed a little Earth 
on ſome of the Carcaſſes, returned back. It 
was reported that 400 of Nadir Shah's People 
fell in Battle, and that 700 were wounded, 
but of thoſe that were killed not one was to 
be ſeen in the Field, they having buried 
them that ſame Night. Of the Hindoſtan 
Army, ſeveral were wounded in ſuch a Man- 
ner, that they were not able to ſtir, nor had 
any the Compaſſion to bring them off the 
Field of Battle to be cured, ſo that in a little

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was in a Manner beſieged, and no Proviſions 
allowed to come to them, nor durſt any of 
the Soldiers go without their Mourchas, In 
Nadir Shah's Camp (as they went out a fo- 
raging for 30 or 40 Coſs round) Wheat was 
fold at the rate of 12 Seers for a Rupee. 
The Numbers of thoſe killed ſince the 
Battle, on the Roads, and round about the 
Country, by Nadir Shah's Men, when they 
went out a Marrauding, amounted to 14 or 
15000 Men. | 

On the 22d * Kaſſum Beg Khan came from 
Nadir Shah's Camp, and ſtayed with N:zam 
al Muluck until the Evening. 

Mir Hoſſan Khan (who being wounded 
in the Battle, ſet out for Shah Fehanabad) 
being afraid of the Dangers upon the Road, 
returned back, and came to the Camp this 
— 
On the 23d + the Camp was removed to 
the Side of Karnal, oppoſite to Nadir Shab's 
Army. In their March the Kuzz/ebaſh 
Horſemen carried off 27 Elephants, and 2 5 
Camels, and in the Night Time diſcharged 
a great many Guns,

with a great Booty. 

In Mahommed Shah's Camp, what Grain 
was to be had, was ſold from 2: to 3 Rupees 
per Seer, and whoever went to Nadir Shah's 
Camp, were allowed to buy as much as they 
conſumed there, but not to carry any away. 
About eight o'Clock at Night, the Y:z:r 
received a Firman (or Order) from Nadir 
Shah, to this Import, © Kummir 0'din Khan

To-morrow to march out and make one 
deſperate Puſh, to determine his Fortune at 
once, or put an End to all Thoughts and 
Miſery by a Doſe of Poiſon ; or elſe ſubmit 
peaceably to what Terms may be impoſed. 
The Emperor's Inclination (tho' he did not 
then declare it) was for the laſt of theſe. 
On the 2 5th * Sirbullind Khan, Mahom- 


nell Khan, &c. were ready each with his 


own Men, that in Caſe the Emperor ſhould 
make a Puſh, they might not be unprepared, 


and if on ſubmitting, he ſhould go to Nadir 


Shah, and bid them come, they ſhould fol- 
low his Fate. But neither one nor the other 
of theſe Reſolutions was fixed on that Day ; 
Grain was not to be had on any Terms, and 
old carrion Beef, notwithſtanding there was 
a great deal of it, was ſold, 1 Seers, for a 
Rupee. At Night arrived a Note from 
Nadir Shab to this Effect: Sirbullind Khan,

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On the 26th * Sirbullind Khan having 
obtained Leave, marched towards Nadir 
Shah's Camp, and, according to an Order, 
leaving his Men and Baggage on the Right- 
hand thereof, he, with Khan Zad Khan, 
three Horſemen and four or five Servants en- 
tered the Camp, and pitched a ſmall Tent 


for himſelf near the Bargah +, cloſe by Saa- 


dit Khan's Quarters. 

About nine o'Clock that Morning, Ma- 
hommed Shab (according to an Order) being 
ſeated in a Royal Litter, with a Canopy and 
Umbrella, ſet out for Nadir Sbab's Camp, 
attended by Emir Khan, Iſhak Khan, and 
ſome Eunuchs. On his Arrival he alighted 
at a Tent, which had been pitched the Day 
before by Nadir Shah's Order, for that Pur- 
poſe, in the Front of the Camp, where he 
was allowed to have as many of his Domeſ- 
ticks of all Sorts as were neceſſary, and 1000 
Kuzzlbaſh Horſemen were detached as 
Guards round him, About 8 o'Clock in 
the Evening, Mahommed Shah being called, 
ou to wait on Nadir Shah ; after three

led, went to Nadir Shah's Dirbar +, he was 
ordered to attend the Towpchi Baſbi || and 
the N:ſtkbchi Baſhi * who had each 200 
Horſe, and that, with the Aſſiſtance of Saad 


din Khan, the Towpcht Baſhi ſhould ſeize all 


the King's and Omras Ordnance ; and the 
N:/fikbchi Baſhi, with Kummir o'din Khan's 
Help, the Treaſury, Jewels, Toi ſbi - hanna.

tinued in their Places, and brought along 
with them, but to let the Babeers || and new 
enliſted Men go where they pleaſe. 

Accordingly they went and ſeized all theſe 
Things, and ſent the Emperor's Son, with 
Mali a al Zumani, and the reſt of the Mahl * 
(according to Nadir Shah's Orders) to Ma- 
hommed Shab. 

This Day there were great Diſorders and 
Confuſion in Mahommed Shab's Boungab, in- 
ſomuch that a great many Things were plun- 
dered and loſt, and ſeveral out of Fear leav- 
ing their Tents and Effects, ran to and fro, 
looking out for a Corner to ſecure their Lives, 
eſpecially the Artiſans and Servants, 

On the 28 +, Mahommed Shah, with his 
Men and Baggage, leaving only the Ordnance 
behind, went towards Nadir Shah's Camp:

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In the Way he diſcharged the Babeers and 
new liſted Men, letting them go where they 
pleaſed. The Omras and the Emperor's old 
Servants, according to an Order for that 
Purpoſe, took up their Quarters at one Side 
of the Camp, being ſeparated by a ſmall Ri- 
vulet. The Effects of Mahommed Shah and 
the Omras, which were brought, were put 
into Nadir Shah's Poſſeſſion; and having 
picked out 200 Cannon with their Carriages 
out of Mahommed Shah's Ordnance, they ſent 
them with ſome Treaſure and other Effects 


then ſeized (accompanied by 1 000 Horſemen, 


which belonged to the Emperor's Train of 
Artillery, and 2000 Kuzzlebaſh) to Cabul, 
to be from thence carried to Khandahar. 

This Day Nadir Shah gave three Months 
pay as a Gratuity to every Man in his Army, 
Soldiers, Servants, Attendants, Cc. juſt as 
he had done before at Kandahar upon 
taking it. 

On the 2gth *, in the Morning, Thamas 
Khan Vakeel was diſpatched to Shahjehanabad, 
with 4000 Horſe and Muſqueteers to take 
Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle ; as was alſo Saadit 
Khan for the Safe-guard and Care of the City,

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Arrow ſhot from the other. Mahommed Shah, 


with 40 or 50 of his principal People, and 


about 10,000 Kuzz/ebaſh Horſemen, and 
2000 Harquebuſers, followed Nadir Shah at 
a Diſtance of one Coſs : On one Side was 
Sirbullind Khan, with his own Men and 
Baggage, next him the Men and Baggage of 
Mahommed Shah; on another Side were the 
Men and Baggage of N:izam al Muluck, and 
Kummir 0'din Khan, and next them Mahom- 
med Khan Bunguſh with his Men and Bag- 
gage, each Party ſeparated by a Diſtance 
of x and ſome + Coſs, and between them 
marched Kyzzleba/b Horſemen to prevent 
their joining, and make each Party march the 
Way that was appointed for them. The 
Compaſs of Ground they covered in their 
March, was five Coſs in Length, and three 
in Breadth, and this Method was obſerved 
every Day's March. 

After five Days continual marching they 
came to Sonput ; there were ſeveral Villages 
in the Way which they not only plundered, 
but likewiſe killed a great many of the 


Inhabitants, Paniput and Sonput were alſo 


ſacked,

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On Tueſday the 6th of Zelbujh * they 


- marched from Sonput, and came to Nirela. 
In the beginning of the Night, Sirbullind 


Khan having feigned an Indiſpoſition, had 
Leave to go before to the City, and on the 
Morning he arrived at his own Houſe. 

On Weaneſday the 7th Nadir Sbab ar- 
rived at the Gardens called Shallimaͤr. 

On Thurſday the 8th , Mahommed Shah, by 
Nadir Shab's Order, being ſeated in a Royal 
Litter, with a Canopy and Umbrella, two 
Standards, about 200 Horſe and Foot of his 
own Servants, and 4000 Kyuzz/ebaſh Horſe- 
men entered the Caſtle, After which they 
gave him a Place near Aeyſb Mahl F. Nadi 
Shah having heard, that the People of the 
City were of a ſeditious and turbulent 
Temper, did not care to enter in the 


Night Time. But this Morning, attended 


by 20,000 Horſe, he marched with all the 
Caution imaginable to the Caſtle, leaving the 


reſt of his Army encamped without the City:

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After he had alighted, Mahommed Shah came 


to congratulate him, and they breakfaſted 


together. They were in Converſation until 
the Evening, during which Time Nadir Shah 
behaved with the greateſt Complaiſance and 
ſeeming Affection to him. He iſſued out 
Orders in the moſt peremptory Manner, to 
prevent the Soldiers wronging or inſulting any 
of the Inhabitants, and enjoined the N:/- 


ſlbebis, who have the Inſpection of theſe 


Things, to ſpare no Puniſhments, ſuch as 


cutting off Ears and Noſes, and bambooing 


to Death, whoever moleſted the Indians; 
for which Reaſon, none of the Kuzzlebaſh, 
either high or low, durſt injure any of the 
Natives; but moſt of the People were fo 
frighten'd at the terrible Aſpect of theſe Men, 
and the barbarous Figure + they made, that 
they avoided (as much as poſſible) having 
any Dealings or Converſation with them. 
On the gth at Night, Nadir Shah, hav- 
ing called Saadit Khan before him, ſpoke

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with a great deal of Warmth and Paſſion in 
Regard to the collecting the Peiſbcuſb * Mo- 
ney, and uſed ſome hard Words to him. At 
four o'Clock next Morning, Saadit Khan, 
who had been for ſome Time weak and in- 
diſpoſed, departed this life. Some imagine 
he died thro' Anger for the Uſage he met 
with, and others are of Opinion Jealouſy 
provoked him to take Poiſon, 

On Saturday, which was the roth + of 
the Moon, and the Eid Zoba (or Feaſt of 
Sacrifice) after five Ghurris, and thirty 
Pulls t, the Sun entered Aries. This Morn- 
ing Sirbullind Khan (being called) went to 
the Caſtle, where with Tamas Khan Vakeel, 
Muſtapha Khan Arrigbegi, Nizamal Muluckh, 
and Kummir 0'din Khan, he ſtaid the whole 
Day, deliberating on Means for collecting 
the Peiſbeuſb Money, This Day at Noon 
Thamas Khan had ſent nine N:ſikhchi Horſe- 
men towards Pahr Gunjh 8, to order the 
opening of the Granaries, and ſettle the

Price of the Corn: Being arrived there, they 
cauſed them to be opened, and Wheat was 
ſold ten Seers for a Rupee: As this Price did 
not turn to the Proprietors Account, towards 
Evening they aſſembled the Mob *, and a 
great many diſaffected People joining them, 
they killed the aboveſaid Nrfikbchis, with 
ſeveral Kuzzlebaſh, who had come over to 
buy Corn, After Sun-ſet they ſpread a Re- 
port that Nadir Shah was taken Priſoner, . 
and ſome ſaid he was poiſoned, on which 
the Mob and Tumult exceeded all Bounds, 
all the idle Vagabond and diſaffected People 
Joining from all Quarters, with what Arms 
they could moſt readily find, poured like a 
Torrent towards the Caſtle. Of thoſe of 
Nadir Shah's Troops, who were poſted 
without at the Foot thereof, ſome retired 
within, and others went towards the Reti , 
(which is the Place twixt the Caſtle and 
River) and ſeveral of them were cut off: 
Thoſe of the Kuzz/ebaſh who had taken up 
their Quarters in Khandoran's Palace, and

| other 
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other great Houſes, kept a ſtrit and careful 
Guard the whole Night ; ſeveral Cannon, 
Harquebuſes and Muſquets were diſcharged 
from the Caſtle and the ſaid Houſes, to keep 
the Mob at a Diſtance; all this Time they 
were encreaſing, and became more and more 
furious: Seyd Neaz Khan, Son-in-Law to 
Kummir o din Khan, had ſhut up in a Room 
ſeveral Nifikhchis (whom he had taken be- 
fore, as a Safeguard to his Houſe) and now 
ſet Fire to it. 
On Sunday the 11 th +, about eight 
o'Clock in the Morning, when the Tumult 
was in its Height, Nadir Shah being highly 


provoked, walked out of the Caftle, and 


mounting his Horſe, went from thence to- 
wards Chandni Chok + +, to quell the Mob, 
who were committing great Diſorders in that 
Quarter, and in the Way perceiving a great 
many of the Bodies of his own People, who 
had been killed in the Night, he ſent a ſtrong 
Party to endeavour to ſuppreſs them, and in 
Caſe Threatning and fair Means were in- 
effectual, he licenſed them to cut them off, 
but on no Account to injure others who were

Muſquet was deſignedly ſhot at Nadir Shah, 
which miſſing him, killed one of his Officers 
who ſtood next him : This made him give 
Way to his Paſſion, and order a general 
Slaughter to be commenced from that very 
Place; the Soldiers in an Inſtant getting upon 
the Walls and Terrafſes, began to plunder 
and kill. This bloody Scene extended from

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the Serafa.%* dui, which is before the Caſtle, 
to the old Eidgab , which is three Coſs Di- 
ſtance, and on one Side as far as Jittli Tomb, 
and on the other as far as the Tobacco Man- 
davi and Poul Meetai ||. The whole Streets 
of the Bazar, and the Alleys and Wards on 
all fides, the Khanum's Bazar, and round a- 
bout the Famih Migjid , and the Cotton and 
Jewellers Bazars, were all plundered, ſeveral 
Places they ſet on Fire, and whomſoever they 
found in the Wards and Houſes, Streets, Al- 
leys and Shops, Great and Small, Men and 
Women, they put to the Sword, even the 
Brute Creatures did not eſcape their Fury; 
ſeveral Women were made Priſoners, Loutf 
Ali Khan, the Officer who was appointed to 
ſlaughter and plunder towards the Square of 
Saad Allah Khan and Debli Gate, when he 
came as far as Sirbullind Khan's Houſe, he, in 
a great Surprize and Fright, came out to meet

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the ſaid Officer, and repreſenting to him, that 
the People of that Quarter were not to blame, 
he made them deſiſt and ſtop his Men, on 
promiſing they ſhould pay a Sum of Money. 
But in other Places the Slaughter, Plunder- 
ing, and Burning, went on in a moſt barba- 
rous Manner. 

Nadir Shah, after he had given the Or- 
ders, returned back to the Caſtle; about two 
o Clock Mahommed Shah and Nizam al Mu- 
luck waited on him, who having made great 
Interceſſion for the City, the Soldiers were 
ordered to deſiſt, and it was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that none of the Inhabitants 
ſhould be any longer moleſted. 

The Slaughter continued from eight in 
the Morning till three in the Afternoon; above 
400 Kuzzlebaſh were killed, and of the Ci- 
tizens (great and ſmall) 120000 were ſlaugh- 
tered, others computed them 1 50000. What 
Treaſure and Effects were plundered, ſome 
Nadir Shah had, and a great deal was de- 
ſtroyed by the Fire. In ſeveral of the Hindu 
Houſes, where one of a Family ſurvived, he 
uſed to pile thirty or forty Carcaſes a-top of 
one another, and burn them; and fo they 
did in the Streets, notwithſtanding which 

Bb there 
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there ſtill remained ſo many, that, for a con. 
ſiderable Time, there was no ſuch Thing as 


paſſing any of thoſe Ways. When the 
Slaughter began, thoſe dv raiſed the Com- 


motion diſappeared in an Inſtant, and left the 
innocent Shapkeepers, Bazarrs, and many 
honeſt Families, to be butchered by the en- 
raged Kuzzlebaſh ; ſeyeral, jealous of their 
Honour, not only killed their Women, but 
laid alſo violent Hands upon themſelves; one 
of theſe unfortunate Wretches in particular, 
when the Soldiers came near his Houſe, 
burnt about twenty Women of his Family, 
and was in Expectation of their entering eve- 


ry Minute and killing him ; by Chance they 


miſſed that Houſe, but he was ſo infatuated, 
that, finding himſelf diſappointed, he went 
out, and bringing ſome of them back, ſhew- 
ed them the Way to his own Houſe, telling 
them there was a good deal of Money and 
Effects therein. After they had plundered 
his Houſe, they went their Way without k1l- 
ling him, which ſo enraged him, that he diſ- 
patched. himſelf. There were great Num- 
bers of People, ef) pecially Women and Chil- 
dren, burnt in their Houſes.

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On Monday the 12th *, the Priſoners, 
eſpecially the Women +, according to Nadir 
Sbab's Orders, were all conducted back to 


their own Houſes, but with Eyes fyll of 


Tears, and in Circumſtances not to be de- 


ſcribed or uttered. 
On Tueſday the 1 3th t, a Party, who had 
been formerly detached by Nadir Shah to 


| ſeize the Cannon at the Sera: of Rouh Allab 


Khan, having been cut off by the People 
there, in Conjunction with thoſe of Mog- 
hol Poura, who were chiefly Tartar Moghols, 
a ſtrong Body was ſent over thither, who 
ſlaughtered between 5 and 6000 of theſe 
People, and brought bound with them about 
300 of thoſe belonging to the Ordnance, 
alſo the Hazarris & and head Officers. This 
Day, Scidy Folad Khan received a Khalaet 
on being confirmed Cutual of the City. 
Proclamation was made by Beat of Drum,

ordering every Body to betake themſelves to 
their ſeveral Employments, and to be under 
no Apprehenſion of the Soldiers any more. 
A Body of Men was ſent to the Granaries at 
Pabr Gunjh, which they ſealed up and put 
Guards on; Saad:t Khan's Effects were ſeized, 
and N:zam al Muluck and Kummir o din Khan 
made a Peiſbeuſb of ſome Money and Effects 
which they had given in an Account of, and 
was regiſtered in the Liſt ; the Effects of 
Khandoran and Mazuffer Khan were likewiſe 
ſeized ; the Jewels, Treaſure and Goods of 
the former, (not reckoning what he had in 
the Camp) was computed at no more than 


one Crore of Rupees; but Mazuffer Khan's 


amounted to very nigh four Crore. This Day, 
according to the Shah's Order, Parties of 
Soldiers were planted as. Guards all around 
the City to the Banks of the River, and in 
the Retee oppoſite to the Caſtle, to prevent 


any Perſons going out without Licence, but 
to hinder none from coming in : All thoſe 


who were brought bound from the Serai of 
Roub Allah Khan, had their Heads cut off, 
and were thrown into the Retee. 


On 
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On Wedneſday the 14th *, a number of 
Fakirs **, wanting to go out of the City, 
with a Deſign to travel and beg abroad, the 
Out-Guards cut off their Noſes and Ears, 
and made them return back again. 

On Thurſday the 1 5th +, as the great 
Number of dead bodies that lay about the 
Caſtle, and in the Bazars, and other Places, 
cauſed a very offenſive Stench, they preſſed 
moſt of the People they met with in the 
Streets, and employed them in removing the 
Bodies. Some, by tying Cords to the Feet, 
they dragged without the City, ſome they 
threw into the River, and thoſe whom they 
imagined to be Hindu's, they piled forty or 
fifty of their Bodies a-top of each other, and 
burnt them with the Timber of the demoliſh- 
ed Buildings. | 

On Friday the 16th +, a Firmdn, exempt- 
ing the Dominions of Perſia from Taxes for 
three Years, was drawn up and diſpatched

having a ſettled Pay from Nadir Sbab.) 


Nigar Mahommed Khan was ſent with 1 000 
Kuzzlebaſh Horſemen, to bringSaadit Khan's|| 
Treaſure from Paurib. 

On Saturday the 17th +, Sirbullind Khan, 
according to an Order, went to the Dirbar, 
where he ſtaid until the Evening. Nadir 
Shah let him know, he was pretty well aſ- 
ſured, that under a Pretence of old Age and 
Infirmity, he did not care to ſtir about in 
collecting the Peiſbcuſb Money and Beaura + 
from the People in Offices, Merchants, &c. 
However, his Advice to him was, to behave 


with more Activity in that Affair, and make 


an End of it very ſoon.

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On Sunday the 1 8th *, the ſaid Sirbnllind 
Khan went likewiſe to the Dirbar, where 
were preſent N:zam al Mulack and Kummir 
din Khan, and he ſtayed there until Noon 
Thames Khan and Maftapha Khan preſſing 
them concerning the Money, Sirbullind Khan, 
told Mam af Madlxck as follows: © I have 
« a long Time ago foreſeen this Diſgrace, 
sand frequently repreſented tothe Emperor, 
that before Things were paſt Remedy, he 
« onght to take fome Meaſure, and not thro 
too much Security, reckon any Accident 
«© unworthy his Care and Prevention; I de-

cc Iſſue. To this Nizam al Muluck made 
no Anſwer. Then Thamas Khan addreſſing 
himſelf to Kummir 0'din Khan, repeated to 
him the Subſtance of what Nadir Shah, at 
firſt Meeting, reproached Mahommed Shah 
with : Afterwards he told him, © What is 
<< paſt ſhall not be remembered. Now my 
« Shah wants the MoNx Ex, uſe all Means 
ce you can to raiſe it, and bring not yourſelves 
« into any further Diſgrace by being di- 
* latory.” Sirbullind Khan anſwered, © Un- 
& doubtedly we will raiſe it, wherever it is 
© to be found.” Thamas Khan aſked him, 
if he had not Money himſelf, Sirbullind 
Khan ſaid to him, © If I had had Money, 

© I would have ſent it to you to Kandahar, 
c and prevented you the Trouble of coming 
e hither.” In ſhort, by what paſſed at this 
Meeting, it was known, that Nadir Shah, 
after his Victory, and having eſtabliſhed his 
Power, had demanded of N:zam al Muluck, 
twenty Crore * of Rupees, (excluſive of the 
Jewels, Gold Plate ſet with precious Stones, 
and other fine Goods, ſeized of the King's 
and other Omras) to be collected in the beſt 
Manner he could out of the King's Treaſury,

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his own Effects, and all the other Omras, 
wealthy People and Inhabitants. Such a 
Sum was not to be raiſed out of the King's 
Treaſury, or the Omras Effects; for, in the 
King's; the Gold and Silver Coins did not 
exceed three Core : But, in the inward 
Vaults (which had been ſhut up and ſeal- 
ed for many Years, no Body knowing by 
whom they were ſealed; or what they con- 
tained) there was found of Gold and Silver 
to a much larger Amount than the Money 
in the Treaſury. Nizam al Muluck contri- 
buted a Peiſhcuſh of 15% Crore || in Jewels, 
Treaſure, and Goods, as did alſo Kummir 
din Khan to the ſame Amount. 

Saadit Khan had formerly agreed to pay 
one Crore * of Rupees, and made good thirty 
Lacks + thereof, which was all that had 
eſcaped being plundered; he promiſed to 
ſend for the Remainder from his Soubah. 

Sirbullind Khan, on Account of his Po- 
verty, was excuſed from any Share, and three 
Crore + of Rupees were appointed to be le- 
vied on ſome Manſubdirs, Mutteſiddys, Offi- 
cers, and the rich Inhabitants, each in Pro-

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portion to his Circumſtances. Formerly Saa- 
dit Khan was ordered to collect this Money: 
After his Death, and the Slaughter and Plun- 
der of the City, this Bufineſs was recom- 
mended to the Care of Sirbullind Khan, and 
the other Omras, which Thamas Khan, at this 
Meeting, preſſed them about: Accordingly 
it was now agreed, that Azim Allah Khan, 
Chuckt Keiſhuir, Vakeel of the Soubahdar of 
Bengal, Seeta Ram, and all the Manſubddrs 


and Officers of the Chaboutra, &c. ſhould 
meet at Sirbullind Khan's Houſe, and make 


an End of this Aﬀair. All Officers, Inha- 


bitants, &c. who were ſuſpected to be rich, 


were ordered to give in a Liſt of what Mo- 


ney or Effects they were Maſters of, to be 


laid before the Shah, that what he liked he 
might take, and what he forgave them they 
might keep; and whoever pleaded Poverty, 
ſuch Perſon ſhould declare the ſame by a 
Writing under his Hand and Seal, that in 
Caſe it ſhould be afterwards proved, that he 
had given in a falſe Account, he —y__ be 
puniſhed. 

That Day the People beforementioned 
came to Sirbullind Khan's Houſe, and hav- 
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ing ſtaid until the Evening, and enrolled 
ſome Names, returned to their own Houſes. 

On Monday the 19th * they all met there 
again, and were taken up all that Day in the 
enrolling of Names, and preparing the Liſt. 
This Day Seyd Ned Khan who, the Night 
before the Slaughter, had ſhut up ſeveral of 
the Kuzzlebaſb in a Room, and burnt them) 
was, by Nadir Shah's Order, ſtrangled with 
a Shaul, and Sheh Soar Khan and Raiban, 
who in that Night were the Promoters of 
Miſchief, were puniſhed likewiſe. The firſt 
had his Head cut off, and the ſecond his 
Belly ripped up. 

On Tueſday the 2oth +, Sirbullind Khan 
being ſent for, went to the Dirbar, where 
he received a Khalaet of a rich Veſt, from 
whence he returned Home to aſſiſt Aim 
Allah Khan, and the reſt in the Buſineſs they 
were about, 

On Wedneſday the 2 1ſt t, Rehim Beg A. 
min Baſhi, with 200 Horſemen and Muſ- 
queteers, were appointed to be under the 
Command of Sirbullind Khan, that he might

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ſent them to the Manſubdars, &c. to oblige 
them to produce all their Elephants, Horſes, 
and Camels, with Orders that what ſhould 
be judged proper for the Shah's Stables, ſhould 
be immediately ſeized. 

On Thurſday * alſo they were employed as 
the Day before. 

On Friday the 2 3d +, Sirbullind Khan, 
Azim Allah Khan, &c. according toan Order, 
met at the Caſtle, where was held a Council 
for algertaining; the Money of the Peiſp- 
cuſh. 

There was an Order made, that Murid 
Khan , with fifty of Sirbullind Khan's Horſe- 
men, ſhould carry a Sirrapab and Firman to 
Sujaat Khan, Soubahdar of Bengal, and to 
take from him the three Years Treaſure anda 
Peiſhcuſh: Accordingly 1000 Rupees || were 
given out of the Shah's Freaſury to Murid 
Khan for his Expences, and 3220 Rupees \ 
to the fifty Horſemen for their Charges.

On Tueſday Night + the Marriage was con- 
ſummated. Mahommed Shah made the young 
Princeſs a Preſent of Jewels to the Value of 
50000 Rupees , and in ready Money 50000] 
more. Some Days after the Marriage, Na- 
dir Shah ſent her Jewels to the Value of 
five Lack of Rupees 95. 

The Council for aſcertaining the Pei/hcuſÞ 
was continually held in the Caſtle, near the 
Divan of Fuſtice, at which aſſiſted Thamas 
Khan, Muſtapha Khan, and Mahommed Shah's 
Omras, until the tenth of Mohirrim * at Noon, 
and during that Time every Body was pre- 
ſent at the ſaid Place from Sun-riſe to Sun-

ſet. All the Yakeels and Agents of the Man- 
ſabdars, and other Officers, gave conſtant 
Attendance, and at night each returned to 
his own Houſe without having a Sentry or 
Guard over them. In thoſe Days, and alſo 
afterwards, feveral People finding Affairs go 
hard with them, left their Effects and Fami- 
lies behind, and made their Eſcape out of 
the City in the beſt Manner they could, be- 
ing glad at any Rate to ſave their Lives; ſe- 
veral of Mahommed Shah's Omras were obliged 
to ſtay the whole Day in the Caſtle, in a mean 
Manner and perpetual Fear, with but one 
Horſe anda few Servants to attend them, and 
at Night they returned to their own Houſes, 
In theſe Days of Mobirrim, no Perſon, 
either of Hindoſtan or the Kuzzlebaſh, durſt 
ſo much as mention the Words, Tazia * or

Death, Tt is cuſtomary with the Schias, to make great 
Lamentations annually for Mortiſa Ali's two Sons, 
Imam Hlaſſan and Imam Hoſſein, on the firſt ten Days 
of Mohirrim, The former was poiſoned by his Wife 
Joada, at Medina, in the Xhaliſſpip of Mauvia, on 
Thurſday the 7th of Safer, in the 5oth Year of the He. 
gira, The latter was killed in the Deſert of Kirbela, 
by Shimr, a Soldier belonging to Iezid, the Son of 
Mauvia, Khalif of Syria, on Friday the 1oth Mobir- 
rim, in the 61ſt Year of the Hag ira. | 
Mdtim. 
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Matim. Some of Nadir Shah's Soldiers, 
who were incamped without the City, hav- 
ing one of theſe Nights made a Noiſe of 
Mourning and beating their Breaſts, were ſe- 
verely puniſhed by him. During this Time, 
a great many People were very hard preſſed 
for their Quota's of the Peiſheuſb, infomuch 
that ſeveral, to ſave their Credit and Repu- 
tation, killed themſelves. Amongſt the reſt, 
Aim Allah, the adopted Son of Scidy Folad 
Khan; and his Naib, who acted entirely in 
all Things belonging to the Cutuals Office, 
having been ill uſed, and publickly diſgraced, 
on the fifth of Mobirrim +, cut open his 
own Bowels with his Cu#tar: t, and died 
ſoon after, 

On the 6th ||, Miyiliſs Rai, Kummir o' din 
Khan's Duan, was ſent for by Tamas Khan, 
who ordered one of his Ears to be cut off in 
his Maſter's Preſence. Kummir o din Khan 
was going to intercede for him, which Thamas 
Khan perceiving, he told him, in an angry 
Tone, It will be your Turn by and by,”

to great Men, who were found indigent. Sherif Kuli 
Khan, Son to Khadr al Niſſa Begum, and ſeveral Eunuchs; 
complained to Mahommed Shah of Sirbullind Kharts 
ruining People, and his Exactions, and that he wanted 
Three Lacks from him; Mabommed Shah ſent for Abdal 
Bali Khan, one of Nadir Sbab's Vixirs, who manages 
betwixt them Two, and bid him acquaint his Maſter 
therewith, who ſent for Sirbullind Khan, whom he found 
innocent of what was laid to his Charge, 
„ N Kummr 
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Kummer o' din Khan, Aim Allah Khan, and 
Mortiſa Khan, the Brother of Murid Khan, 
to colle& the Money ; he told them, he ex- 
pected they would collect the ſaid three 
Crore *, and pay it in ten Days Time: They 
divided the Sum and Names into five Parts, 
and had a 1000 Kuzzlebaſh Horſemen, 200 
each, that in Caſe any on their Liſt made 
Delays in paying their Quota, they might 
oblige them thereto by Blows : So that on 
the 10th + at Noon, the faid Omras, with the 
appointed Horſemen, ſet about collecting 
the Money : The People, in Reſpect to their 
Circumſtances, were very unequally taxed, 
for ſome who were Maſters of ten Lacks , 
were only ſet down 5000 ||, and others who 
could not muſter 10,000 8, were ſet down 
12,000 *. This was not owing either to 
the Favour or Ill-Will of the Managers, but, 
to their own good or bad Luck; and when 
the Sums were once aſcertained, there was no 
Redreſs to be had. Many of them, dur- 
ing the collecting of the Money, were,

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| by bad Uſage, forced to diſpatch themſelves, 


and Numbers died of the Blows they re- 
ccived ; thoſe who came beſt off, had either 
a Leg or an Arm lamed ; from Morning to 
Night, nothing was done or thought of, 


but gathering in this Money, in which no + 
Barbarities were left unpractiſed. This ſo 


diſpirited the Inhabitants, that if one Kuzzle- 
baſh Horſeman came among 10000 of them, 


he might ſafely uſe them with all the Seve- 


rities he pleaſed. This Work went on until 
the Day Nadir Shah left the City, when 
near four Crore * were collected from the 
People. Three Crore +, and thirty Lacks of 
Rupees, were paid into Nadir Shah's Trea- 
ſury, and ſeventy Lacks ꝓ were made away 

with among his Omras, and ſome expended 
among the 1000 Horſemen; a great deal 
was ſunk in the undervaluing of Goods, for 
a Horſe worth 500 Rupees ||, was only rated 
at 5 Tomans &, which is 100 Rupees, and 
Shauls of 50 Rupees* taken at one Toman, or 
twenty Rupees. and Jewelsandother Goods,

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in the ſame Proportion: What the Shah took 
was valued in this Manner, and received for 
ſo much in the Contribution Account; but 
what he had no occaſion for was ſold, and 
the Produce brought to Account, which was 
no Advantage to the Owners of the Goods, 
as there were no Buyers but the Ruaꝝglebaſb. 

Since the Day of the general Slaughter, 
wherever any Granaries were, the Kuzz/cbaſh 
ſeized them; this and the Roads being ſtopt 
to all Quarters made Wheat 2 Seers a Rupee, 
Rice 12 Seer, and Ghee 7 Seer : Things 
were at that Rate for about twenty Days; at 
laſt, Sicbullind Khan and Azim Alla Khan, 
having obtained a Paſs and Licence, ſent ſe- 
veral Waggons to fetch Corn from Feridabad. 
Whoever had any Carriages, ſent them, ſe- 
veral of the poor People and Banians going 
along with them. 

In a little Time Wheat was ſold ſeven 
Seers for a Rupee, but no more Rice than 2+ 
Seers, and Geer + of a Seer ; during this 
Time the Kuzz/ebaſh Horſemen were wont 
to go round about Fer:dabad, and other Places, 
marrauding twenty and thirty Coſs each 
Way, ſpoiling all the Fields, and plundering 


all * Villages as they went, and killing the 
D d 2 Inha- 
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Inhabitants that made any Reſiſtance. They 
gave their Horſes, Camels, &c. Barley and 
Wheat-Straw inſtead of Grak, and the Peo- 
ple of the City could have neither at an 
Rate, ſo that moſt of their Cattle died. 

The latter End of Mohirrim *, Daniſh- 
mund Khan (whoſe Brother Mullah Al: Ak- 
bar was the Shah's Mullah Baſhi:) was, by 
Nadir Shah's Recommendation, raiſed to the 
Manſub of 75000, with its full Faguir, be- 
ſides the Poſt of Mahommed Shah's Khan Sa- 
man d; but a few Days after Nadir Shah's 
Departure he fell ſick, and on the 14th of 
Ribby al Avul + departed this Life. Except- 
ing him, Nadir Shah recommended none 
elſe to the Emperor. 

On Tueſday the 3d Safer t, all the Omras 
were ordered by Nadir Shah to be preſent at 
Mahommed Shah's by five o'Clock in the 
Morning, where they put on forty-two Kha- 
laets, ſent thither by Nadir Shah for them. 
The Khalaets for Nizam al Muluck, Sir- 


Bullind. Khan, Kummer 0 din Khan, and Ma- 


hommed Khan Bunguſh, were:

At the Door of the 
General Divan all the Omras alighted, and 
followed on Foot to the Door of the private 
Divan, where Nadir Shah was; there the

On Friday the 6th+, the Shah's t Peiſhkhan- 
na went to Shalimar. A Munadd: went about

others belonging to the Army, ſhould tarry 
in the City, and forbid any Perſon to en- 
tertain or conceal any ſuch in their Houſes, 
and that none belonging to the Army ſhould

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Captives, excepting Slaves bought with ready 
Money with a Writing from the Seller, at- 
teſted by Witneſſes declaring his Conſent and 
Satisfaction, or Women lawfully married to 
them, and even thoſe Slaves and Wives not 
to be carried away if in the leaſt contrary to 
their own Inclinations; and that whoever 
ſhould tranſgreſs any of theſe Orders ſhould 
forfeit both his Life and Eſtate. 

Upon this almoſt all who were married in 
Debli ſent back their Wives on finding them 
unwilling to leave their Native Country, on- 
ly a few of the Chief Commanders and Of- 
ficers, by the mildeſt Means and Intreaties, 
prevailed on ſome to ſeem contented to go; 
which Nadir Shah, after ſome Day's March, 
being informed of, he ordered them all to 
be immediately ſent back. 

On Saturday the 7th , Nadir Shah mov- 
ed to Shalimar, and gave poſitive Orders, 
that all the Soldiers ſnould quit the City that 
Day. 

On Sunday &, before his March from 
theſe Gardens, he ordered his Army to be 
muſtered ; and it was reported to him, that

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400 Soldiers and Servants had deſerted. The 


Shah ordered Scidy Folad Khan, the Cutual,

aſſiſt. The Cutual, after great Search, found 
about ſixty, and ſent them away with a Par- 
ty of his own Horſe and ſome Niſikbcbis; 
they reached the Army near Serhind, where 
the Shah ordered all their Heads to be cut off. 

In the mean Time, Scidy Folad Khan, hav- 
ing ſeized ſeveral more of thoſe Deſerters, 
he was going to ſend them alfo; but on hear- 
ing how the others were treated, he waited 
on the Emperor, and repreſented the Mat- 
ter to him, Mabommed Shah ſaid: © He'll 


* certainly kill theſe poor Wretches alſo, if 


they are ſent ; why ſhould we be acceſſary 
to ſo much innocent Blood? Let them 80 
© wherever they pleaſe.” 

Nadir Shah, by continual Marches, ar- 
rived near Labor, and we are informed, that 
he plundered and killed the People of Tan- 
niſer, and ſeveral other Villages. The Oc- 
caſion of which was thus: The Army 
conſtantly ſending out Parties to forage, 
and being Corn and other Neceſſaries; the 

E e 2 Country 
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Country People, who uſed to watch theſe 
Opportunities, attacked the Stragglers, and 
killed and plundered them of their Horſes, 


and what elſe they had; in the Night-time 


alſo they were very troubleſom, and ſtole 
whatever they could come at, which very 
much enraged the Shah, having loſt above a 
thouſand Mules, Camels and Yabous before he 
got as far as Labor. It was reported, that 
Nadir Shah, having called the Zemidar of 
Karnal ( which is the Place where he got his 
Victory) gave him 5000 Rupees towards peo- 
pling a Village on the ſame Spot he incamp- 
ed, and directed him to give it the Name of 
Patteh abad ||. 

Some Days before he left Dehli, he ſent 
Part of his Army before to Labor; when 
they approached the Place, and Zekaria 
Khan was apprized thereof, he called toge- 
ther all the great Men, Merchants, Serafs &, 
and wealthy People of the City. At their 
Meeting it was agreed, that the Khan and 
they ſhould go out of the City, and ſend a 
Meſſage to the Commanding Officer, in theſe

of Indolence, thoſe People, who were ſo 


much intoxicated with the Wine of Pride, 
and Self- conceit. They all agreed in a ge- 
neral IIl-will to each other, and their whole 
Talk and Converſation was full of Envy and 
Detraction. | | 
Of the Buildings that were in Part demo- 
liſhed, and damaged, in the Day of the gene- 
ral Maſſacre, ſome that ſuffered leaſt, are in- 
habited again, and the reſt remain deſert ; 
which, if not begun to be repaired before 
the Rains ſet in, will be quite deſtroyed. 
The Inhabitants, from the Terror of this 
Calamity, like People poſſeſs'd, and in Fits, 
are quite ſtupified, and not yet come to 
themſelves, and what is ſtill more ſtrange, 
(notwithſtanding the Oppreflions and Diſ- 
grace, the People of this Empire have 
met with, ſince Nadir Shah's Departure) 
the indecent Expreſſions, and beaſtly Actions 
of his Soldiers, are the conſtant Subjects of 
Diſcourſe, in all Companies, related with a 
ſeeming Satisfaction and Pleaſure, and by 
Way of Jeſt and Drollery; not being in 
the leaſt affected with a Reflection on 
; their 
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their paſt Diſgrace and Misfortunes ; but, 
on the contrary, ſeemed ſorry for his going 
away, excepting Sirbullind Khan, who, three 
Years ago, foreſaw this Calamity, and retired 
from public Buſineſs, dreading the Conſe- 
quence of Affairs being managed by ſuch 
Omras as then bore Sway : His being an In- 
ſtrument in collecting the Peiſheuſb was in- 
voluntary, and much contrary to his Incli- 
nations, in which he help'd and favoured ſe- 
veral People as much as lay in his Power, and 
that in ſo private a Manner, that they them- 
ſelves knew not who aſſiſted them: But hy- 
pocritical and ignorant Perſons, who had 
neither Will or Power to aſſiſt thoſe People, 
gave their Tongues too much Liberty in com- 
plaining of him : However, I refer this in- 
nocent Man's Character to the following 
Arabic Verſes : 


They ſay for certain that God has a Sn, 

And ſay for certain the Prophet is a Ma- 
gician ; 

Neither God nor his Prophet has eſcaped 

The Tongues of Slanderers, and bow ſeal 1?

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When after the Battle, Nadir Shah had 


ſent for Mahommed Shah and his Boungab to 
his Camp, one of his Omras repreſented to 
him, that in the Hindoſtan Camp there were 
100,000 Horſes and a great many Camels, 
and as thoſe People had, by his Clemency, re- 
ceived Quarter, ſhould he order what Ca- 
mels and Horſes were fit for the Royal Sta- 
bles to be ſeized for his Uſe, it would not be 
fo great a Hardſhip upon them. To which 
the Shah anſwered : I have given theſe Peo- 
ple Quarter in all Reſpects; beſides, the 
© Bread of Soldiers depends on their Horſes, 
© moſt of them are in wretched and indigent 
© Circumſtances; ſhould they loſe their Horſes, 
© they and their Families would be reduced 
© to Beggary and Starving, It would be far 
* from Humanity to treat them ill, now they 
© are at our Mercy ; therefore don't moleſt 
© or inſult them on any Account,” 
Mahommed Khan Bunguſh had, for a long 
Time, been in Expectation of the Soubahdari 
of Alebabad, eſpecially after Nadir Shab's 
Departure; but not finding he was likely to 
ſucceed, on the 27 th of Safer®, he made off, 
and went towards his own Zemidari, In his 
The 25th of May, 1749. 
I 75 1739 Way 
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Way he plundered ſeveral Villages, and meet- 
ing the Farmjarras r, who were carrying 
Com to Shatyehanabad, carried them along 
with him. 

After ſome Days, Ali Hamed Khan, Ai 
Amjid Khan, Ali Aſghur Khan, Khan Zu- 
man Khan, Terab Ali Khan, Azem Khan, 
and others, in all Twenty-two Omras and 
Manſubdars, who had run away out of the 
Field of Battle and Camp, as alſo Mabom- 
med Khan Bunguſh, who (without Leave) 
had retired Home, were all diſcharged the 
Service. 

Nizam al Muluck and Kummir o din Khan 
wrote to Mahommed Khan, that if he came 
back, or fent his Son to attend at Court, it 
was probable his Manſib and Jaguir ſhould 
ſtill be continued to him, if not, he muſt ex- 
pect no Favour. Mahomed Khan returned 
for Anſwer : If my Requeſt is complied 
* with, I will come, if not, I will go on to 
my own Zemidari. 

Since the Battle of Karnal, until Nadir 

Shah's Departure from Shahjebanabad, the 
Loſs ſuſtained by * Emperor and the People

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A Perſonal Deſcription and Charafter 
of Nadir Shah, which I had from 
the C a who favorred me 
with the Account of his Exploits 
before his Expedition to India. 


TADIR SH AH is about fifty-five 
Years, upwards of fix Foot high, 
well-proportion'd, of a very robuſt 
Make and Conſtitution, his Complexion ſan- 
guine and inclining to be fat, but the Fa- 
tigue he undergoes prevents it; he has fine 
large Black-eyes and Eye-brows ; and, in 
ſhort, is one of the moſt comely Men 1 ever 
beheld. The Injury the Sun and Weather 
have done to his Complexion only gives him 
a more manly Aſpect. His Voice is fo un- 
commonly loud and ſtrong, that he frequent- 
ly, and without ſtraining it, gives Orders to 
his People at above a hundred Yards Diſtagce. 
He drinks Wine with Moderation, but is ex- 
tremely addicted to Women, in which he 
affects great Variety, and yet never neg- 
lets his Buſineſs on their Account; his 
Gg'z - Hours 
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Hours of Retirement among the Ladies are 
but few, ſeldom entering their Apartments 
before . Eleven. or Twelve at Night, and is 
up and in Public by Five in the Morning, 
His Diet is ſimple, chiefly Pillaw and plain 
Diſhes ; and, if public Affairs require his At- 
tendance, he neglects his Meals, and ſatisfies 
his Hunger with a few parched Peaſe (of 
which he always carries ſome in his Pockets) 
and a Draught of Water. In the Camp, or 
in the City, he is almoſt conſtantly in Pub- 
lic, and if not, he may be ſent to, or 
ſpoke with by any Perſon. He muſters, 
pays and cloaths his Army himſelf, and 
will not ſuffer any Perquiſites to be taken from 
the Soldiers by his Officers, on any Pretence 
whatever. He has Monthly eee tranſ- 
mitted to him of the State of Affairs in all 
Parts of his Dominions, and holds a Correſ- 
pondence with his ſeveral private Spies in e- 
very Place: Beſides, in every Province and 
City there is a Perſon called Hum Caldm, ap- 
pointed to inſpect into the Governor's Actions, 
and keep a Regiſter of them; no Affair of 
any Conſequence can be tranſacted but in the 
Preſence of that Officer, who, beſides the 
Account the Governor is obliged to ſend 
Monthly, 
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Monthly, tranſmits his Journal by. a ſepa- 
rate Conveyance whenever he thinks pro- 
per, Without permitting the Governor to pe- 
ruſe it; he has no ſettled Salary or Gratuity 
for his Trouble, but is rewarded or puniſhed 
juſt as Nadir Shab finds he deſerves. This 
extraordinary Caution in a great Meaſure pre- 
vents the Governors oppreſſing the People, or 
entering into any Conſpiracies or Rebellions 

againſt him. He is extremely generous, 
particularly to his Soldiers, and bountifully 
rewards all in his Service, who behave well. 
He is, at the ſame Time, very ſevere and 
ſtrict in his Diſcipline, puniſhing with Death 
thoſe who commit a great Offence ; and 
with the Loſs of their Ears, thoſe whole 
Tranſgreſſions are of a ſlighter Nature; he ne- 
ver pardons the Guilty of what Rank ſoever, 
and is highly diſpleaſed, if,after he has through- 
ly examined the Affair, any Perſon pre- 
ſumes to intercede in their Behalf, before 
which they may give their Sentiments with 
Freedom. 

When on a March, or in the Field, he con- 
tents himſelf to eat, drink, and ſleep like a 
common Soldier, and enures all his Officers 
to the ſame ſevere * He is of ſo hardy 
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a Conſtitution, that he has been often known, 
of a froſty Night to repoſe himſelf upon the 
Ground in the open Air, wrapt up in his 
Cloak, with only a Saddle for his Pillow, 
eſpecially when, upon an extraordinary En- 
terprize which required Expedition, he has 


been obliged to out-march his Baggage, by 


which Means he has fallen upon the Enemy 
when they leaſt expected him. He is never 
happy but when in the Field, and laments 
the Time he is obliged to ſtay in a City to 
refreſh his Troops, in which (as in all Things 
elſe) he ufes the utmoſt Diſpatch. His 
Meals are over in leſs than Half an Hour, af- 
ter which he returns to Buſinefs ; fo that the 
Servants who attend him ſtanding are chang- 
ed three or four Times a Day. He never in- 
dulges himſelf in any Kind of Pleafure in the 
Day-time, but conſtantly at Sun-ſet retires to 
a private Apartment; where, unbending him- 
ſelf at once from Buſineſs, he ſups with three 


or four Favourites, and drinks a Quart, or 


at moſt three Pints of Wine, behaving all the 
Time in the freeſt and moſt facetious Man- 
ner. In this private Converſation no Perſon 
is allowed to mention any Thing relating to 
public Buſineſs; nor, at other Times, muft 
they 
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they preſume, upon this Intimacy to behave 


with more Familiarity than their Equals, 


Two of his Evening-Companions happening 


to tranſgreſs in that Point, by taking the Li- 
berty to adviſe him in Public, he imme- 


dately ordered them to be ſtrangled, faying : 


© Such Fools were not fit to live, who could 
* not diſtinguiſh between Nadir Shab and 
Nadir Kuli. He has been very kind to 
thoſe who pleaſe him in private Converſation, 
and behave with a becoming Decency and 
Deference in Public, where they are taken 
no more Notice of, nor have they any more 


Influence over him thanothersofthe ſame Rank. 


His Mother, who was living in the Vear 
1737, (at the Requeſt of ſome who were at- 
tached to the Royal Family) intreated Nadir 
Hab, ſome Time after he had ſeized the 
King, to reſtore him, not doubting but his 
Majeſty would make him ſufficient Amends, 
by creating him Generaliſſimo for Life. He 
aſk'd her © whether ſhe really thought fo?” 
She told him, © She did.” Upon which he 
ſmil'd and faid, © If I was an old Woman, 
perhaps I might be inclined to think ſo too, 
and deſired her to give herſelf no Trouble 
about State Affairs. 


He 
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He was married to Sh, Thomas's Aunt, 
the youngeſt Siſter of Shah Sultan Huſtein 
by whom, I heard, he had one Daughter. He 
has ſeveral young Children by his Concubines, 
and two Sons by a Woman he married in his 
Obſcurity. The Eldeft, Reza Null Mirza, 
is about twenty-five Years of Age. He was 
trained up from his Childhood in the Army, 
where froma Subalternhe hasbeen gradually ad- 
vanced to the Rank of a General, and appoint- 
ed Vice-Roy of Perfia, during his Father's 
Expedition to India. The ſecond Son Nef 
Alb Mirza, who is about twenty-one Years 
of Age, is nominal Governor of Mufhad and 
the Province of Khoraſar, having a Perſon to 
direct and manage for him. 

HFis eldeſt Son, when he ranked as a Lieu- 
tenant, had only that Pay to ſubſiſt on, and 
in all other Stations had no more than his 
Commiſſion entitled him to. His Father re- 
carded him no more than he did the other 
Officers, and permitted him to aſſociate with 
them, giving him to know, that if he was 
guilty of any Crime or Breach of Duty, he 
{hould be puniſhed with as great Rigour as 
any of the reſt, On his behaving well he 


not only promoted him, but increaſed his Pa- 
ternal 
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ternal Affection for him. They who knew 
the young Man (for I never ſaw him) judge 
he'll make full as great a Figure in the World 
as his Father ; having given ſignal Proofs of 
his Courage and Conduct in ſeveral Battles, 
and of his great Abilities in other Reſpects 
while Nadir Shah was in India. By my pri- 
vate Advices from thence I'm inform'd, that 
he govern'd the Empire with great Skill, and 
kept every Thing quiet and eaſy until his Fa- 
ther's Return. 

Among Nadir Shah's extraordinary Facul- 
ties, his Memory 1s not the leaſt to be ad- 
mired, there being few Things of Moment 
that he ever ſaid or did, but what he remem- 
bers ; and can readily call all the principal 
Officers in his numerous Army by their Names, 
He knows moſt of the private Men who 
have ſerved under him any Time, and can 
recolle&t when and for what he puniſhed and 
rewarded any of them, He dictates to one 
or two Secretaries, and gives Orders about 
other Affairs at the ſame Time, with all the 
Regularity and Promptneſs imaginable. 

In Time of Action, I'm told, he is equally 
ſurpriſing, it being ſcarce credible how quick 
he is in diſcerning the Odds on either Side, 

H h and 
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and how active in ſuccouring his Troops. If 
any of his General Officers give Ground with- 
out being greatly over- powered, he rides up 
and kills him with a Battle-ax (which he al- 
ways carries in his Hand) and then gives the 
Command to the next in Rank. In all the 


Battles, Skirmiſhes, and Sieges he has been 
engaged in (altho' he generally charges at the 


Head of his Troops) he never received the 
leaſt Wound or Scar, and yet ſeveral Horſes 
have been ſhot under him, and Bullets have 
grazed on his Armour. | 

J could relate many other remarkable 
Things that I have ſeen and heard of this great 
Hero, whoſe Actions already are ſufficient 
to convince the World, that few Ages have 
produced his Equal. As he has performed 
ſuch Wonders when. he had hardly Money 
or Men, what may we not expect from him 
now he is poſleſs'd of ſo immenſe a Treaſure? 
Tis probable he may live thirty Years longer; 
and in that Space of Time, if his Deſigns are 
attended with the ſame Succeſs he has hither- 
to met with, to what Pitch of Grandeur may 
not a Man of his unbounded Ambition and 
Courage arrive at ?

It was 
tranſlated into the Pehluvi Language by him, and 
Buzrjumebr the Vizir. Noiſber van ever after, and 
all his Succeſſors the Perfian Kings, had this Book

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in high Eſteem, and took the greateſt Care to 
keep it ſecret. At laſt, Abu Jaffer Munſour Zu 
 Nikky, who was the Second Khalif of the Abaſſi 
Reign, by great Search, gota Copy thereof in the 
Pehluvi Language, and ordered Imam Hoſſan A. 
dal Mokaffa, who was the moſt Learned of that 
Age, to tranſlate it into Arabic. This Prince, 
ever after, made it his Guide, not only in Affairs 
relating to the Government, but in private Life 
alſo. 
In the Year 380 of the Hegira, Sultan Mahmud 
Ghazi put it into Verſe. And afterwards, in 
the Year 515, by Order of Bheram Shah ben 
Maſſaud, that which Abdal Mokaffa had tran- 
ſlated, was re-tranſlated into Perfic, by Abul 
Mala Naſſer allah Muſtofi ; and this is that Ku- 
lila Dumna, which is now extant. As this lat- 
ter had too many Arabic Verſes, and obſolete 
Phraſes in it; Molana Ali ben Hoſſein Vaez, at 
the Requeſt of Emir Sobeli, Keeper of the Seals 
to Sultan Hoſſein Mirza, put it into a more 
modern Stile, and gave it the title of Auuar 
Sobel. | 
In the Year 1002, the Great Moghol Jalal o din 
Mabommed Akbar ordered his own Secretary 
and Vigir, the Learned Abul Faz!, to illuſtrate 
the obſcure Paſſages, abridge the long Digreſ- 
ſions, and put it into ſuch a Stile as would be 
moſt familiar to all Capacities ; which he ac- 
cordingly did, and gave it the Name of ar 
Daniſh, or the Criterion of Wiſdom.
